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Introduction 

It is with much pleasure we offer this new edition of our Handbook, which covers what we believe 
to be the most extensive collection of Shrub and Climbing roses to be found anywhere in the 
world. We include a number of interesting additional varieties, both old and new, as well as 
a new English Rose which we have named ‘Yellow Charles Austin’ as it is a pure Yellow sport 
of our popular rose Charles Austin. 

We hope as many people as possible will find the time to visit our Nursery during the flowering 
season, where they will be made most welcome, and all the roses in this Handbook may 
be seen flowering as mature plants in our garden. 

We trust you will find this Handbook interesting and helpful and that our roses will do 
something to help you gain more pleasure from your garden. 


Choosing Your Roses 


For the benefit of those who are not acquainted with Shrub Roses, we would point out that it is 
important not to confuse these with bush roses, i.e. Hybrid Teas and Floribundas. They are 
usually not suitable for bedding but are generally grown in borders like any other shrub, and 
require minimum pruning, instructions for which may be found at the beginning of each section. 

Less experienced gardeners may find our very extensive collection of roses somewhat confusing, 
we have, therefore— 

(1) Listed a small number of choice varieties at the beginning of each section; 

(2) Marked with a star a further selection of what we regard as the better varieties. 

This is not to say that the other varieties are not well worth growing. It is often very much a 
matter of personal choice and of what particular characteristics you may be looking for.

FOR LIMEY AND POOR SOILS (Shrub) All Rugosas, Albas, Spinosissimas, most species are 
suitable but the majority of shrub roses will do quite well if plenty of humus is added to the soil. 
(Hybrid Teas) E. H. Morse, Fragrant Cloud, Pink Parfait, Pink Favourite, Pink Peace, Peace, 
Pascali, Rose Gaujard (Floribundas) China Town, Escapade, Iceberg, Queen Elizabeth, Scarlet 
Queen Elizabeth. Also Polyanthas. 

ROSES FOR HEDGES Penelope, Buff Beauty, Felicia, Blanc Double de Coubert, Sarah Van 
Fleet, Roseraie de l’hay, Scabrosa, Red Coat, Cerise Bouquet, Nevada, Scarlet Fire, The 
Miller, Fruhlingsgold, Fruhlingsmorgen, the Alba Roses. For a low neage—rosa mundi. 

Officinalis and other Gallicas, Old Blush China, De Meaux and many others. 

CLIMBERS FOR NORTH WALLS Gloire de Dijon, Felicite Perpetue, New Dawn, Golden 
Showers, Danse de Feu, Parkdirektor Riggers, Zephirine Drouhin, May Queen, Alberic Barbier, 
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Mme. Gregoire Staechelin, the Alba Roses and the Rugosa, Conrad F. Meyer are 
excellent for this purpose when trained as climbers. 

ROSES FOR SHADED BORDERS No rose will grow in full shade but a number of old roses 
will do quite well in partial shade, provided they are net too close to the roots of trees. We find 
the Alba roses to be particularly successful in such positions. Rugosa, Damask, Gallica and 
Centifolia roses will also do quite well. 

FOR IMPENETRABL E BARRIERS Rugosas, Rose Species, Sweet Briars, Zigeuner knabe. 
Cerise Bouquet, Scarlet Fire, Fruhlingsgold, Fruhlingsmorgen.

Max Graf, Raubritter, 
Aloha, Lilian Austin, Juno, Constance Spry, La Ville de Bruxelles, Marie Louise and other 
lax growing shrub roses. Shorter growing Modern Climbers. 


Rose Cultivation 


The rose is not difficult to grow and will often do well under the most unlikely conditions. 

Flowever, by observing a few simple conditions, very much better results can be obtained. 

PREPARATION OF THE SOIL. Dig the soil thoroughly adding, if possible, farmyard manure 
or compost. If this can be done some time before the roses arrive so much the better. The 
addition of a handful of bonemeal to the yard can also be an advantage. 

PLANTING TIME. This may be at any time from tne end of October to the middle of April. 
Earlier planting will give better results in the first year and also ensure that the varieties that 
you require will not be out of stock. 

WHEN YOUR ROSES ARRIVE. Plant immediately, if possible. If not, store the package 
unopened in a cool, frost proof, building until you can plant. They will be quite all right in the 
package for two or three weeks. If you do open them, they should be immediately heeled in. 

PLANTING. Before planting, dip the roots in a bucket of water, always plant with damp roots. 
Make a hole sufficiently large to take all the roots well spread out. Then plant your rose trees at a 
depth of one inch deeper than the point where the top growth meets the root growth. Replace the 
soil and firm in well with the feet. This is a most important point, more roses are lost through 
inadequate firming of the soil than for any other reason. Do not plant when the soil is very wet. 

A mixture of peet and soil may be worked in around the roots, if this is not too wet it will 
also help you to plant under damp conditions. 

CLIMBING ROSES AND STANDARDS. When planting Climbing Roses against a wall where 
the soil is likely to dry out in early summer, it is advisable to keep these well watered until such time 
as the roots can reach out to the moist soil beyond, otherwise they may take some years to get 
going. Water heavily but not too frequently. Standards should be firmly secured to a stake 
immediately after planting. 

PRUNING. Pruning is important, though not quite the mystery that it is sometimes made out 
to be. In general it is best done in February, although any time after Christmas up to March, 
when the weather is suitable will be quite all right. 

PRUNING SHRUB ROSES. No pruning will be required in the first two years of planting. It is 
better to let the shrub build up. In subsequent years it is necessary to (1) remove all dead and 
diseased growth, (2) cut away very weak twiggy growth, (3) cut out at the base sufficient ageing 
wood to allow new growth to develop. Try to keep a fresh young plant, (4) other than this trim 
the plant in such a way as to keep it in bounds and give a balanced and pleasing effect. Your aim 
should always be a good looking shrub. 

CL IMBING AND RAMBLING ROSES. No pruning is required in the first year. Thereafter 
CLIMBERS should have their side shoots shortened to two or three buds and occasionally 
old wood may be removed at their base to prevent the plant becoming too dense in growth. 
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RAMBLERS should be pruned in the Autumn by removing at the base, whenever they can 
be spared, the stems that have produced flowers in the previous year, leaving the fresh young 
growth, this practise can, however, be varied according to requirements as, for example, when 
they are growing over trees and bushes, when it may be best to just let them go. 

HYBRID TEAS, FLORIBUNDAS AND POLYANTHAS. The first year after planting, prune 
back hard to from four to six inches from the soil. In subsequent years, first prune away all dead, 
ageing and weak wood, then cut back the good wood to ten or twelve inches. Always aim to keep 
the plant young in growth. Weaker growers require harder pruning. Floribundas may be left a 
little longer than H.T.’s. Polyanthas, simply require to have the old flower heads removed after the 
initial tidying up. 

DISEASE. There are two main diseases of roses, mildew and blackspot. They are easily recognised 
and any good Garden Centre or Hardware Shop will supply a suitable spray. Shrub Roses require 
little in the way of spraying. Preventive action commencing in early May, can be beneficial 
in the case of Hybrid Teas and Floribundas. 

FEEDING. Greatly improved results can be obtained by adequate feeding, particularly where 
the rose is perpetual flowering. Mulching with decayed manure or compost is ideal, followed 
by a rose fertilizer in March and again in June to encourage secondary growth. 

SUCKERS. Remove these immediately they appear by cutting them off as close to the base as 
possible. They can be difficult to recognise, remember that they come from beneath the point where 
the rose was budded onto the stock, that is the point where the top growth meets the root growth. 

DEAD HEADING. All varieties that are repeat flowering should, if possible, have the flower 
heads removed as soon as they die. This encourages the plant to develop its second crop and 
a more continuous display of blooms.

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English Roses 



BRED AND INTRODUCED BY DAVID AUSTIN ROSES 

These roses, on which we have been working for many years are, in effect, ‘Old Fashioned’ 
roses on a shrub capable of producing flowers throughout the summer in the manner of a Hybrid 
Tea. It has been our aim to produce roses with the particular character and fragrance of the 
Old Rose. The> are mainly small shrubs and thus very suitable for small present-day gardens, but, 
of course, also ideal for the front of a large border. Among them are to be found a great variety of 
flower formations, from the deep globular shape of ‘Chaucer’ to the tightly petalled rosette shape 
of ‘The Knight’. These roses represent an entirely new approach to rose breeding, their popularity 
increasing every year. 

PRUNING, as for Old Roses, see page 17. It is also possible to treat them in the same way as bush 
roses if you require a short bush with larger flowers, see page 42. Our Choice: Charles Austin, 
Constance Spry, Glastonbury , Lilian Austin, The Knight, The Yeoman, Wife of Bath. 











THE REEVE 


CANTERBURY.* Large, flat, semi-double flowers up to 5 in. across of pure rose-pink, having 
large wavy petals with a translucent quality and fine golden stamens. The growth, which takes a year 
or two to build up, is pleasingly lax, making it ideal for an open position at the front of the 
border. Powerful ‘Constance Spry’ rose fragrance. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (David Austin 1969). 

CHARLES AUSTIN.* Very large blooms, opening flat quartered and well-filled with petals 
in shades of apricot and yellow, fading a little with age. Vigorous, bushy, rather upright growth 
and large leaves. Strong fruity fragrance. A colour that is much needed amongst shrub roses 
of the old fashioned type. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (David Austin 1973). 

CHAUCER.* Large, deeply cupped, full blooms in the style of a Bourbon Rose, a delicate 
shade of pink with a strong myrrh fragrance. Growth and foliage of light green with a definite 
inclination towards the Gallica Rose. Good, bushy rose and continuity of flowering. 3V2 ft. x 3 ft. 
(David Austin 1970). 

DAME PRUDENCE. A small, low growing, twiggy bush with pretty buds opening to fairly full 
flowers of blush-pink of delicate and translucent quality . Small, light green, modern foliage. A 
particularly useful rose for the small garden or wherever a small plant is required. Fragrant. 

2 ft. x 2 ft. (David Austin 1969). 

GLASTONBURY.* Rich, deep crimson flowers which later turn to dusky purple, forming a four 
inch shallow circle. Well filled with curled petals just showing its golden stamens. Heavy damask 
fragrance. Good spreading shrubby growth with dark green foliage. Does not do well in all 
seasons, but at its best, a most beautiful crimson rose. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (David Austin 1974). 

LILIAN AUSTIN.* Rich salmon, rosette shaped flowers, tinted with apricot and orange. 

Sprays of fairly large flowers on the end of long arching growth later producing blooms along 
the stem. A truly shrubby plant with an ideal habit of growth. Repeats well and is free of disease. 
Fragrant. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (David Austin 1973). 

THE FRIAR. Nearer to a Tea Rose in character but hardy, with Tea Rose buds, opening to an 
informal many petalled rosette, but holding its changing beauty from the opening of the bud to the 
fall of the petals. Delicate tints of apricot and blush fading with age. Tea Rose fragrance. 

V /2 ft. x 3 ft. (David Austin 1969). 

THE KNIGHT.* Crimson, quickly changing to purple and mauve, with the classic Old Rose 
formation of a Gallica. Short, hardy, prickly growth and dark green foliage. 3 ft. x 2 ft. (David 
Austin 1969).

THE MILLER. A larger shrub that will reach 5 or 6 ft. in height but which will give better blooms 
if kept cut back. Flat, slightly cupped double flowers of clear translucent pink in small and large 
sprays. Individual blooms are often of fine qualitv but the shrub is more useful for general 
effect. Old Rose fragrance. Strong and healthy . Excellent for hedges. (David Austin 1970). 

THE PRIORESS. A blush tinted bloom of chalice shape with the stamens visible inside the cup. 
Light green foliage and vigorous rather upright growth. Particularly good in early summer. 
Fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (David Austin 1969). 

THE REEVE. A new introduction. This rose could be described as a perpetual flowering 
Constance Spry, with the same cupped rich pink flower, though not of quite the same giant 
size, and produced on a smaller and more tidy shrub. It has a particularly strong and pleasing 
scent and is, both in flower and in growth, of truly old rose character. 4 ft. x 4ft. (David 
Austin 1979). 

THE SQUIRE. Flowers of the very deepest deep crimson that does not fade even in the hottest 
weather. These are very large, opening at first to a deep rounded cup with various crimsons on 
the inside and later wide and flat, the heads hanging slightly. Tough growth with dark green 
foliage of rough texture. Fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (David Austin 1977). 

THE YEOMAN.* Fairly large, rosette shaped flowers of pink tinted with apricot and orange 
with glowing translucent petals through which the sunlight shines to give a most beautiful effect. 
Sturdy, reliable growth, excellent continuity of bloom. Powerful myrrh scent. 3 ft. x 2 ft. 

(David Austin 1969). 

WIFE OF BATH.* Nicely formed Old Fashioned Roses, packed with short petals. Warm pink, 
deepening towards the centre, the outer petals being slightl) ragged at the edges. The whole adding 
up to a flower of considerable charm. A tough, twiggv, bushy little shrub, requiring little space. 
Strong fragrance. Perhaps the most successful of the English Roses to date. 3 ft. x 2 ft. 

YELLOW' BUTTON. Small, short petalled, rosette shaped flowers in small bunches, yellow 
splashed with yolk-yellow in the centre and fading with age. Shiny, disease resistant foliage. Strong 
and reliable. Fragrant. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (David Austin 1975). 

YELLOW CHARLES AUSTIN. A sport of Charles Austin. Similar in every way, except for the 
fact that the colour is a very pleasing clear light yellow, providing, perhaps, a flower, perhaps 
of greater refinement. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (David Austin 1981).

Once flowering varieties 


CHIANTI.* This beautiful shrub rose is in the same tradition as ‘Constance Spry’ and although 
it has received less publicity, it is almost the equal of that rose. The colour is rich wine red and it 
has a powerful true rose fragrance. The flowers, which open cupped and reflex later, have a 
charming formality and are produced with very great freedom on a vigorous well-formed shrub. 

5 ft. x 5 ft. (David Austin 1965). 

CONSTANCE SPRY.* This beautiful rose is rapidly becoming one of the most sought after of all 
roses. Its magnificent clear pink blooms, which are of the true old-fashioned type are exceptionally 
large, like peonies, and have a luminous delicacy which is difficult to compare with any other 
rose. Its sweet fragrance is very pronounced, not unlike that of myrrh. It forms a nice, lax-growing 
shrub some 6 ft. to 7 ft. tall and as much across. May also be used as a climber and looks very 
graceful when grown in this manner. Award of Merit. Royal Horticultural Society 1965. (David 
Austin 1961). 

SHROPSHIRE LASS.* Mme. Butterfly x Mme. Legras de St. Germain. A fine shrub rose which 
has much of the character and charm of its Alba parent. Large, saucer-like, semi-double flowers 
of the most delicate flesh-pink colouring which open to reveal prominent stamens. Very hardy and 
disease resistant. Has Alba-like foliage and growth. Shropshire Lass will form a neat medium 
sized shrub. Pleasing though not pronounced fragrance. 6 ft. x 6 ft. (David Austin 1968). 
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Modern Shrub Roses 



In this group we include all those Shrub Roses that cannot be classified as Old Fashioned Roses. 

That is to say, those shrub roses that have a mixture of modern rose blood in their make-up together 
with that of certain other species. Among them are to be found the ‘Hybrid Musk Rose*, the 
‘Rugosa Roses' and ‘Modern Shrub Roses’ many of which are of very mixed origin. Most of these 
types form fairly large shrubs of up to 5 ft. and 6 ft. in height and most of them have the great 
advantage of flowering in profusion more or less perpetually throughout the summer; a 
characteristic which makes them particularly useful garden shrubs. 

PRUNING. No pruning will be required in the first two years of planting. It is better to let the 
shrub build up. In subsequent years it is necessary to (1) remove all dead and diseased growth, 

(2) cut away very weak twiggy growth, (3) cut out at the base sufficient ageing wood to allow new 
growth to develop. Try to keep a fresh young plant, (4) other than this trim the plant in such a 
way as to keep it in bounds and give a balanced and pleasing effect. Your aim should always be a 
good-looking shrub. 
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Modern Shrub Roses 


In Ibis section we include a number of Shrub Roses of mixed origin that do not belong to any 
particular classification. Though they vary greatly in character they are all strong, robust and 
disease free and include some of the most useful and widely grown varieties. Our Choice: Red 
Coat, Golden Wings, Nevada, Scarlet Fire, Fritz Nobis, Marguerite Hilling, Cerise Bouquet and 
Scintillation. 


ALOHA.* Usually considered to be a climber but equally good as a shrub. Valuable as an 
old-fashioned type of rose, that flowers freely throughout the summer. Clusters of large, clear 
pink blooms with many petals and a very rich fragrance. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Boerner 1949). 

AUTUMN FIRF. A large, sturdy, arching shrub bearing great quantities of deep blood-red 
blooms with darker shading. A small second crop in September and numerous bunches of very 
large, orange-red hips. 6 ft. x 6 ft. (Kordes 1961). 

CERISE BOUQUET.* One of the most beautiful of modern shrubs. Robust, graceful arching 
g.'jwth with small, grey, specie-like leaves. The flowers, which are not large, are borne in big open 
sprays, each bloom being held on a long wiry stalk, and of an attractive shade of cerise-pink, 
semi-double and of neat rosette formation. Raspberry fragrance. R. multibracteata x Crimson 
Glory. 9 ft. x 8 ft. (Korder 1958). 

ERFURT.* A useful shrub of compact growth and excellent continuity of bloom. The flowers, 
which are semi-double and of neat formation are clear pink, deepening towards the edges, with a 
white zone surrounding golden anthers. Fragrant. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Kordes 1939). 

FOUNTAIN. Well-shaped Hybrid Tea flowers of rich, velvety, blood-red, singly and in clusters, 
on a vigorous upright shrub. Fragrant. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Tantau 1971). 

FRITZ NOBIS.* Strong, bushy plants laden with blooms. Hy brid tea type flowers of delicate 
fresh pink with darker shading. The buds are perfectly scrolled and followed by plentiful hips. 
Delicious clover-scent. It flowers only once but makes a really magnificent display in early 
summer. 6 ft. x 6 ft. (Kordes 1940). 

GOLDEN WINGS.* One of the finest shrub roses to be introduced for many years. Not unlike 
a shrubby version of the famous “Mermaid”. It has large, almost single, yellow flowers with 
mahogany coloured stamens and a refreshing scent. Pale green leaves, compact growth and 
excellent continuity of flowering. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Shepherd 1956). 

LAVENDER ' ASSIE. Medium-sized, double rosette shaped flowers, pink shaded with lavender, 
produced fr" 0 ') in clusters. Very fragrant. A useful colour amongst perpetual flowering shrub 
roses. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Kordes 1959). 

MAGENTA.* Rosy magenta to pale mauve, old-fashioned type flowers in large branching 
sprays on a spreading bush. A useful colour, both in the border and for flower arrangements. Rich 
scent. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Kordes 1953). 

MARGUERITE HILLING.* A fine pink sport of ‘Nevada’. Similar in every other respect and its 
equal«.? every way. 7 ft. x 7 ft. (Sunningdale Nurseries 1959). 

MEUNCHEN.* Very similar to ‘Erfurt’ of which it is a sister seedling, except for the colour, 
which is intense garnet red with an occasional streak of white, the same compact growth and 
strong green foliage. Shapely, semi-double flowers produced continually. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Kordes 1940). 

NEVADA.* One of the most popular of the modern shrub roses. Semi-double, creamy white 
blooms of about 4 ins. across with yellow stamens. Its wood is red/brown in colour and it has small, 
light green leaves. A wonderful show early in the season when it is smothered with blooms all along 
its branches. Later it has smaller crops at intermittent periods. In our experience it requires fairly 
drastic removal of old wood if it is to keep up its performance over the years. It can suffer from 
black spot in some areas. 7 ft. x 7 ft. (Dot. 1927). 

NOZOMI. A unique and interesting new variety from Japan with a close creeping habit of 
growth which is ideal for ground cover. Numerous, small, pretty, pearly pink and white, single 
flowers. Once flowering. Wi ft. x 5 ft. (Onodera 1968). 
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GOLDEN WINGS 


NYMPHENBURG.* A large, perpetually flowering shrub with broad, glossy foliage and strong, 
arching growth. Big, fully-double blooms of warm salmon-pink shaded with cerise and orange 
yellow at the base of the petals. Sweet apple scent. 8 ft. x 6 ft. (Kordes 1954). 

PEARL DRIFT. A very interesting new variety of which we are keen to see more; it is a hybrid 
of Mermaid and New Dawn. The colour is predominantly white with a pink flush. The almost 
double flowers are fresh and refined and it is said to flower over a long period. (Le Grice). 

RAUBRITTER.* A unique rose with large clusters of very cupped pink flowers on a sprawling 
bush forming a low mound. Very free flowering, could be used for trailing over banks or a low 
wall, or as ground cover. Non-recurrent. Slight fragrance. 3 ft. x 5 ft. (Kordes 1936). 

RED COAT.* A fine, new, perpetual flowering, shrub rose with large, single, scarlet-crimson 
flowers, occasionally splashed with white, generally held in small bunches. Its growth is bushy 
and disease-resistant, but perhaps its greatest virtue is its ability to flower continuously throughout 
the summer. In this respect it is perhaps better than any other rose we have. A very useful shrub 
for the border. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (David Austin 1973). 

SCARLET FIRE.* For a blaze of colour this is the ideal shrub rose, yet it is in no way crude, having 
much of the character of its Gallica parent. Neatly shaped, brilliant scarlet, single flowers with 
golden stamens along arching growth, followed by large red hips. One crop annually. 7 ft. x 7 ft. 
(Poinsetta x R. gallica grandiflora). (Kordes 1952). 

SCINTILLATION.* A wide sprawling shrub with mass upon mass of airy, semi-double, 
blush-pink flowers, in large clusters. Its habit of growth makes it ideal, not only as a shrub but 
for clambering over banks and hedges or the stumps of old trees. It flowers only once but then 
for a long period. Very fragrant. 4 ft. x 6 ft. (David Austin 1968). 

SNOW CARPET.* An exciting new introduction. A small ground cover rose, spreading to 2 or 
3 ft. across and forming a mound of small snow white double flowers which continue throughout 
the summer and autumn. Ample shiny dark green foliage. (McGredy 1980). 

ZIGEUNER KNABE.* A very strong, prickly shrub with hard, dark green, disease-resistant 
foliage. Dark, violet-purple, old-fashioned rose flowers. Generally classified as a Bourbon but the 
growth bears little resemblance to that class. Especially useful for a poor position. 5 ft. x 4 ft. 
(Lamber 1909).

Hybrid Musk Roses 


The Hybrid Musks form a very valuable class that bear their flowers in large trusses like a Floribunda 
but are generally of a much more refined quality. They form excellent shrubs and bloom 
continually and profusely throughout the summer. For the most part they were bred by the Rev. 

J. Pemberton in the early part of this century. They are only distantly connected with the Musk 
Rose from which they probably derive their vigour and sweet fragrance with its ability to carry on 
the air. They are most useful plants in the border and can, if desired, be grown in large beds 
if pruned more heavily. Our Choice: Buff Beauty, Felicia, Penelope, Vanity. 


BALLERINA.* A short, vigorous shrub, with hydrangea-like heads of small, single, blossom-pink 
flowers. Very perpetual, flowering well into the Autumn. Slight scent. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Bennet 1937). 

BUFF BEAUTY.* A very good variety with sturdy growth and handsome dark green foliage, 
sometimes of almost tropical luxuriance. Medium-sized, full blooms, in large trusses of a 
wonderful shade of warm apricot-yellow. Tea rose scent. One of the best musks. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (1939). 

CALLISTO. Bunches of small double flowers. Warm butter yellow in the early stages, fading 
almost to white with age. Rich fragrance. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Pemberton 1920). 

DAY BREAK. Bunches of small rich yellow buds opening to semi-double light yellow flowers, 
with dark golden stamens. Dark red brown foliage turning to dark green. Rich musk 
fragrance. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Pemberton 1918). 

CORNELIA.* Many flowered trusses of small, formal, rosette-shaped blooms of coppery-apricot 
fading to coppery-pink. A vigorous plant with good dark green foliage. Very fragrant. Will 
form an excellent hedge. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Pemberton 1925). 

FELICIA.* Perhaps a little closer to the hybrid tea in character. Silvery pink flowers deepening 
towards the centre with a strong aromatic fragrance. A good, strong, bushy grower with plenty 
of foliage. Suitable for growing in large beds. One of the best hybrid musks. 5 ft. x 5 ft. 

(Pemberton 1928). 

FRANCESCA.* Long, apricot-yellow buds, opening to large, loosely shaped flowers which fade 
with age. Dark red wood with ample glossy foliage. Deliciously scented. 6 ft. x 6 ft. 

(Pemberton 1922). 

MOONLIGHT.* Medium-sized, semi-double, creamy-white flowers with golden stamens 
produced in enormous trusses. Mahogany coloured stems and dark green foliage, the whole 
adding up to a most striking variety. True musk rose fragrance. 6 ft. x 4 ft. (Pemberton 1913). 

PAX.* The creamy-white almost single flowers of this rose have a tint of yellow at the centre and 
golden stamens and are the largest in this group. A big arching plant covered with bloom. 

Tea rose scent. 6 ft. x 6 ft. (M. Leenders 1946). 

PENELOPE.* Robust and healthy with plenty of glossy foliage and large trusses of creamy 
pink flowers, which it produces with the greatest freedom. Coral pink hips. Strong musk rose 
fragrance. One of the best of its class. 6 ft. x 6 ft. (Pemberton 1924). 

PROSPERITY. Large trusses of deliciously scented, semi-double flowers, ivory-white, flushed with 
lemon towards the centre. 6 ft. x 4 ft. (Pemberton 1919). 

VANITY.* Large, open, arching plant with huge open trusses of big, single, deep pink flowers. 

Very useful where a large perpetually flowering shrub is required as, for example, at the back 

of a wide border. Particularly good in Autumn. Sweet pea fragrance. 7 ft. x 6 ft. (Pemberton 1920). 

WILHELM.* A mass of crimson flowers, which turn to mauve-crimson with age. A good splash 
of colour. Recurrent. If dead-headed, a crop of red hips will follow and last well into the winter. 
Little scent. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Kordes 1934). 

WILL SCARLET.* A sport from Wilhelm which is similar in every way excepting its colour 
which is a brilliant scarlet. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Hilling 1950).

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China Roses 


These are small, pretty roses that flower with consistent regularity throughout the season. They 
form twiggy bushes, ideal for intricate places around the house or in the front of borders, providing 
they can get plenty of sun. Many of the varieties listed are not strictly china roses but as they 
have characteristics in common they have been placed here for convenience. So far as possible 
they are better left unpruned except for the removal of old and weak wood. Our Choice: 

Bloomfield Abundance, Cecile Brunner, Little White Pet, Old Blush China, Perle d’Or, 

R. Mutabilis. 


COMTESSE DU CAYLA. Single flowers with pointed buds, coral-flame fading to salmon-pink. 
Tea rose scent. 3 ft. x 2 ft. (Guillot 1902). 

CRAMOISI SUPERIEURE. Deep, unfading crimson, small, cupped, slightly hanging blooms, 
single and in small clusters. Short, twiggy growth, requiring a warm position. Fragrant. 

3 ft. x 2 ft. (Coquereau 1832). 

FELLEMBERG.—See climbers. 

HERMOSA. Pretty little, globular, pink flowers, produced continually on a short shrubby bush. 
Very fragrant. 3 ft. x 2 ft. (Marcheseau 1840). 

LE VESUVE. Tea rose flowers with pointed buds. At first, creamy-pink deepening later to 
copper-pink. Gradually builds to a good shrub, if in a warm position. Delicious tea-scent. 

5 ft. x 3 ft. (Laffay 1825). 

OLD BLUSH CHINA.* ‘The Monthly Rose’. So called for the regularity with which it flowers, 
often continuing until Christmas. Small, loosely formed flowers in graceful clusters, pale-pink 
deepening with age, on a dainty-twiggy shrub. Can be very good as a low hedge. Said to be the ‘Last 
Rose of Summer’ of Thomas More. 4 ft. x 3 ft. up to 8 ft. and more by a warm wall. Very old. 

ROSA MUTABILIS.* An excellent and unusual China rose of unknown origin that with 
favourable conditions will flower very continuously, and over a very long season. Pointed 
flame-coloured buds opening to butterfly-like coppery-yellow, single flowers on airy growth, 
changing to pink and finally coppery-crimson. Requires a warm protected spot to fulfil its 
potential. 8 ft. x 6 ft. 

VIRIDIFLORA. ‘The Green Rose’. Similar in growth to the ‘Old Blush’ but the petals have 
been replaced with small leaves to form a green rose. Something of a curiosity, useful for the 
flower arranger but rather insignificant in the garden. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (1855). 

The following, though not strictly China Roses, are included here for convenience:— 

BLOOMFIELD ABUNDANCE.* In effect, a taller version of ‘Cecile Brunner’. The same 
exquisitely formed, blush-pink, miniature, hybrid tea roses, though perhaps a little less full. 
Excellent shrub and very perpetual. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Thomas 1920). 

CECILE BRUNNER.* ‘The Sweetheart Rose’. Miniature, blush-pink, flowers of exquisite H.T. 
formation, no larger than a thimble. A short-jointed bush requiring little pruning. Sweetly fragrant, 
seldom out of flower. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (Veuve-ducher 1881). 

JENNY WREN. Flowers a little larger than ‘Cecile Brunner’ but with slightly larger 
creamy-pink flowers, with a rich salmon centre. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (Ratcliffe 1957). 

LITTLE WHITE PET.* A perpetual flowering sport of ‘Felicite et Perpetue’. Clusters of small 
white blooms, densely filled with petals. A vigorous spreading bush, forming a small mound. 
Delicate fragrance. An absolutely first class plant. 2 ft. x 2 Vi ft. (Henderson 1879). 

PERLE D’OR.* Very similar to ‘Cecile Brunner’ but with perfect miniature H.T. buds of rich 
apricot, fading almost to cream when open. Equally beautiful and delicately scented. A very 
beautiful little rose. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (Rambaud 1883).

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Japanese or Rugosa Roses 


These shrubs have a rather foreign appearance quite different to other shrub roses, generally 
having large open flowers of an unusual texture and often with a rich scent. They form large 
tough, prickly shrubs that will grow under the poorest conditions. Excellent for a shrub border or 
for hedges, where they will give a display over a long period. Most of them have luxuriant, rich, 
deeply veined foliage which is very resistant to disease. Our Choice: Blanc Double De Coubert, 
Conrad F. Meyer, Max Graf, Roseraie De L.Hay, Rugosa Alba, Sarah Van Fleet, Scabrosa, 

Lady Curzon. 

AGNES.* Full, double flowers in the Old Fashioned style, rich yellow and amber with a delicious 
scent. A graceful shrub. Disease free and hardy. Flowering early with a small crop towards the end 
of the season. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Saunders 1922). 

BLANC DOUBLE DE COUBERT.* Large, open, pure-white, semi-double flowers of an almost 
paper-like texture. A few hips. A very popular and reliable variety, flowering early and almost 
without cease throughout the season. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Cochet-Cochet 1892). 

CONRAD F. MEYER.* A hybrid of ‘Gloire de Dijon’ with beautiful, heavy pink flowers of 
hybrid tea shape but with a distinctive character of its own. An exceptionally rich fragrance 
which is to us, perhaps the most beautiful of all. One of the earliest to flower, repeating quite 
well. A lanky upright grower that should have its long stems pruned to about half-way to stop it 
becoming ungainly. 8 ft. x 5 ft. (Muller 1899). 

F1MBRIATA.* Pretty, light pink flowers with their petals fringed at the edges, in the manner 
of a Pink. Similar to the Grootendorst varieties but we prefer it for its much more refined 
appearance. Scented. Rather less robust than most Rugosas. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Morlet 1891). 

F. J. GROOTENDORST. A very robust, bushy, thick, prickly shrub with clusters of small, double, 
crimson-red flowers, that are fringed like a pink. A good perpetual shrub but rather lacking in 
refinement as are the other Grootendorst varieties. No scent. 6 ft. x 6 ft. (de Joey 1918). 

FRAU DAGMAR HASTRUP.* Single flowers with pointed buds which open to show flesh-pink, 
delicate veined petals with cream coloured stamens. Later in the season hips from the first crop 
appear together with the later flowers. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (1901). 

LADY CURZON.* R. rugosa X R. macrantha. Large, single, rose-pink flowers, shading to 
white at the centre, with slightly crinkled petals of silky texture, opening to reveal creamy stamens. 

FRANCESCA 








A tough, prickly bush with good foliage that will thrive in the wild garden. Scented. 6 ft. x 8 ft. 
(Turner 1901). 

MAX GRAF.* A prostrate grower which travels along the ground, sometimes rooting as it goes, 
forming a dense mass of glossy foliage, which sets off nicely its single pink flowers. Once flowering. 
Apple scent. 1 ft. x spreading. (Bowditch 1919). 

MRS. ANTHONY WATERER.* A dense shrub with arching branches, heavily laden with full 
crimson blooms of pleasing formation. Rich fragrance. June flowering with an occasional bloom 
later. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Waterer 1898). 

PINK GROOTENDORST. A sport from F. J. Grootendorst, similar in every way except that the 
flowers are coral-salmon and it is a slightly smaller shrub. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Grootendorst 1923). 

ROSERAIE DE L’HAY.* A vigorous, dense shrub, with healthy apple-green foliage. Rich 
wine-purple, elongated buds, opening to 4 Vi in. crimson-purple flowers. Very richly perfumed. One 
of the finest Rugosas. 7 ft. x 7 ft. (Cochet-Cochet 1901). 

R. RUGOSA ALBA.* A truly magnificent shrub, with large, single, white, flowers of a silky texture 
and with pale brown stamens, quickly followed by exceptionally large orange-red hips. Very 
continuous flowering. 6 ft. x 6 ft. 

R. RUGOSA.* Similar in every way to the above rose but with rich wine-crimson flowers. 

A first class shrub with fine large hips. 7 ft. x 7 ft. 

SARAH VAN FLEET.* A dense shrub, flowering perpetually and freely. Long buds opening to 
semi-double flowers, clear mellow-pink with cream stamens; rich scent. Suitable for a hedge. Very 
good. 8 ft. x 6 ft. (Van Fleet 1926). 

SCABROSA.* Very large, single flowers 5 in. across, crimson tinged with violet and creamy 
stamens followed by quantities of immense orange-red hips. A fine spreading bush with good 
foliage. 4 ft. x 5 ft. (Harkness). 

SCHNEEZWERG (‘Snow Dwarf’). Produces small, pure white, semi-double, anemone like 
flowers with creamy stamens, continually throughout the season. The late flowers coincide with 
small orange-red hips from the earlier blooms. Good dense, twiggy growth, shiny green 
foliage and many thorns. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Lambert 1912).

Old Roses 



These are the antiques of roses, many of them dating back hundreds of years. They are not 
mere curiosities, but take their place among the finest shrubs in the garden. They are extremely 
hardy, they require the minimum of attention, and yet at their best many varieties reach a 
perfection of form, colour and fragrance never again achieved by the rose breeder. Their only 
disadvantage when compared with modern roses is that they have, with the exception of the 
Bourbons, only one period of flowering in the year. This, however, is no more than one expects 
from the great majority of other plants, and their very special charm makes them more than 
worthwhile. 

PRUNING. No pruning will be required in the first two years of planting. It is better to let the 
shrub build up. In subsequent years it is necessary to (1) remove all dead and diseased growth, 

(2) cut away very weak, twiggy growth, (3) cut out at the base sufficient ageing wood to allow new 
growth to develop. Try to keep a fresh young plant, (4) other than this trim the plant in such a 
way as to keep it in bounds and give a balanced and pleasing effect. Your aim should always 
be a good-looking shrub. 
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Gallica Roses 


The Gallicas are perhaps the oldest of all garden roses, possibly originating more than a thousand 
years B.C. They were later taken up by the French in the 18th Century and developed to a very 
high degree. Among them are to be found some very fine roses with magnificent mixtures of 
colour, particularly among the crimson, purple and mauve shades, and have beautiful formation 
of flowers. They form short rather than upright bushes and have, like all old roses, rich fragrance. 
Our Choice: Charles De Mills, Belle De Crecy, Camaieux, Complicata, Duchesse De Montebello, 

Du Maitre D’ecole, Empress Josephine, Jenny Duval, Officinalis, Rosa Mundi, Tuscany Superb. 

ALAIN BLANCHARD. Flower, semi-double, nearly single, cupped in shape, bright 
purple-crimson, with a boss of golden stamens. Fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Vibert 1839). 

ANAIS SEGALES.* Lilac-pink flowers of the most perfect formation, with rich mauve at the 
centre. Thorny growth of good branching habit. Fragrant. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (1837). 

ASSEMBLAGE DES BEAUTES. Perhaps the nearest to true scarlet among the Old Roses. Very 
full flowers, reflexing almost to a ball. Rich green foliage. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Prior to 1790). 

BELLE DE CRECY.* Rich cerise-pink on opening, turning by degrees to soft parma-violet. 
Abundant well-formed flowers on strong arching growth. Rich fragrance. One of the best Gallicas. 

4 ft. x 3 ft. (Roeser). 

BELLE ISIS.* A pretty little Gallica, ideally suited for the small garden, with flowers of the 
purest flesh-pink, a colour unique amongst Gallicas. A parent of Constance Spry, with the same 
strong myrrh fragrance. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (Parmentier 1845). 

CAMAIEUX.* A fascinating variety; white flowers, heavily striped and splashed with crimson. 

The stripes fade at first to magenta and then to lilac-grey. Beautiful in all its stages. Neat 
formation. Fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (1830). 

CARDINAL DE RICHELIEU. Dusky flowers of the very darkest purple, reflexing almost to a 
ball. Dark-green foliage and few thorns. Requires pruning and thinning and generous feeding. 

5 ft. x 4 ft. (Laffay 1840). 

CHARLES DE MILLS.* A strong growing Gallica, with particularly large and opulent flowers. 
These are very full, with many closely packed petals and of a unique formation, being very 
flat so that they have a ‘sliced-off ’ appearance. The colour is rich crimson with a tint of purple as the 
flower ages. Glorious fragrance. 5 ft. x 4 ft. 

COMPLICATA.* This rose, which is probably a camina galica Hybrid, has flowers about 
5 ins. across, of the most brilliant pure rose-pink and a large boss of stamens. It is very robust, 
reliable and free flowering and may even be grown as a climber. It is one of the finest single roses 
and one of the best shrub roses for general cultivation. 5 ft. x 6 ft. 

D’AGUESSEAU. Bright red, perhaps the most brilliant colour among the Gallicas. Very full 
flowers opening flat and quartered. Fragrant. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Vibert 1823). 

DUC DE GUICHE.* A very beautiful, large and fully-double flower of perfect formation and 
rich colouring. Crimson, later becoming veined and flushed with purple. 4 ft. x 4 ft. 

(Prevost 1829). 

DUCHESSE D’ANGOULEME. Pale, transparent, blush-pink flowers of unusual delicacy and 
perfect globular formation, hanging their heads slightly on short, arching growth. 3 ft. x 3 ft. 

(Prior to 1827). 

DUCHESSE DE MONTEBELLO.* A most charming rose with dainty, fully-double, flowers of 
pure blush-pink. The growth is spreading, the foliage light-green and it has a good fragrance. 

4 ft. x 4 ft. (Prior to 1829). 

DU MAITRE D’ECOLE.* A magnificent flower of up to 4 ins. across, deep rose-pink, turning 
to lilac-pink, opening flat and later reflexing. Short growth with good foliage. 3 ft. x 3 ft. 

EMPRESS JOSEPHINE.* ( Francofurtana’. Large, clear, rose-pink, flowers, veined with 
deep-pink, loosely double with wavy petals. A most beautiful rose, one of the finest in this class, 
probably a hybrid of R. cinnamomea. Not much scent for a Gallica, but the flowers are followed 
by hips. Good bushy growth. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (1853 or earlier). 

GEORGES VIBERT. Small flowers, blush-pink with light crimson stripes. A vigorous but compact 
plant. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (Robert 1853). 
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GLOIRE DE FRANCE. A lax, low growing shrub with very full flowers, mauve at the centre, 
fading to lilac at the edges, reflexing almost to a ball. 3 ft. x 3 ft. 

JENNY DUVAL.* Attractive buds opening to full flowers of the most beautiful colouring. 

A subtle mixture of rich purple, violet, brown and grey. The outer edges fading to lilac. 

Fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. 

OFFICINALIS.* The ‘Apothecary’s Rose’, ‘Red Rose of Lancaster’. An excellent shrub by any 
standards and very useful in the garden. Large, semi-double, light crimson flowers, opening wide 
with a bunch of golden stamens and produced with the greatest freedom, forming a mass of colour. 
Rich fragrance. A rose of great antiquity. 4 ft. x 4 ft. 

PRESIDENT DE SEZE.* Pleasing buds of soft pink opening to large, fully-double flowers, which 
are purple-crimson at the centre and a constrasting lilac-pink at the circumference. A most 
beautiful colour effect. Bushy growth and good foliage. Fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Prior to 1836). 

ROSA MUNDL* ‘R. gallica versicolor’. A sport from R. officinalis and an equally good shrub but 
with crimson flowers, striped with white. A very showy plant, giving an excellent effect in the 
garden. Will form a very good low hedge. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Prior to 16th Century). 

SURPASSETOUT. Brilliant rosy-crimson, fading to bright cerise-pink. Cupped, reflexing flowers 
on a good bushy plant. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Prior to 1832). 

TRICOLORE DE FLANDRE. Semi-double flowers, white, daintily striped with magenta-purple. 
Strong growth with many thorns. Smooth, pale-green foliage. An excellent rose with beautiful 
colouring. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (Van Houtte 1846). 

TUSCANY.* ‘The Old Velvet Rose’. Flat, semi-double flowers of darkest maroon-crimson with 
contrasting stamens. Strong, bushy growth, spreading on its own roots, if deeply planted. Only 
slightly fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Prior to 1850). 

TUSCANY SUPERB.* Perhaps a sport of Tuscany , to which it is very similar but less bushy 
and a little taller. The flowers are larger with more petals and the stamens are less conspicuous. 

A very deep crimson, fading to purple. Fragrant. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (Prior to 1848).

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Alba Roses 


A very old class dating back to the Middle Ages. Colours range through pink, blush and white 
and are nicely set off by their grey-green foliage. Though the flowers are delicate in appearance 
they are, as plants, among the very hardiest of roses, requiring the minimum of attention and 
thriving under the most difficult conditions, withstanding partial shade better than most roses. 
Almost completely without disease. Little pruning is required. Our choice: Celestial, Felicite 
Parmentier, Mme. Plantier, Queen of Denmark. 

ALBA MAXIMA.* ‘The Jacobite Rose’. The rose most frequently found in old gardens, being 
a great survivor, even under difficult conditions. Full, slightly untidy, double flowers, blush 
tinted at first, later creamy-white. Very fragrant. 6 ft. x 5 ft. 

ALBA SEMI-PLENA. Clusters of almost single, milk-white flowers with golden stamens followed 
by red hips. A well formed shrub with good grey-green foliage. Refined and beautiful. Grown 
for the distillation of attar of roses at Kanzalik in Bulgaria. Very fragrant. 6 ft. x 5 ft. 

CELESTIAL.* Exquisite little buds, opening to semi-double flowers with golden-yellow stamens. 
Transparent shell-pink. Sweetly scented. A strong but tidy habit of growth and healthy grey-green 
foliage.

FELICITE PARMENTIER.* Full, IVi ins., densely packed flowers of fresh-pink, later reflexing 
almost to a ball and fading to cream at the edges.

MME. PLANTIER.* Not a true Alba but generally classed with them. Medium-sized 
creamy-white pompon-shaped blooms in great profusion on graceful arching growth.

MAIDEN’S BLUSH.* Fresh blush-pink, semi-double flowers, flat in shape with an abundant rich 
perfume. A hardy well formed shrub with characteristic foliage. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Prior to 15th Century). 

QUEEN OF DENMARK.* ‘Koenigin von Danemarck’. One of the finest of all the old roses. 

Large, beautifully formed, quartered flowers of soft glowing pink to which its grey-green leaves 
provide a perfect foil. Very strong scent. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (1826).

Damask Roses 


The Damask Roses, in general, have a pleasing elegant growth with nicely cut foliage, the flowers 
being well held in open hunches. We include here also. The Portland Roses, which are closely 
related, but flower throughout the summer and autumn and form a more compact shrub of a 
very different nature with the flower held very close to the foliage. Nearly all Damasks have a 
wonderful fragrance. Our Choice: Celsiana, Comte De Chambord, La Ville De Bruxelles, 

Mme. Hardy. 


CELSIANA.* Small, open clusters of large semi-double flowers of freshest blush-pink with 
golden stamens. A graceful shrub with grev-green foliage, very beautiful and excellent in every wav. 

5 ft. x 4 ft. (Prior to 1750). 

COMTE DE CHAMBORI).* Portland Rose. Flat, quartered flowers of bright warm-pink and 
quite exceptional charm, opening flat and quartered, with a good fragrance. A small shrub with 
plent> of foliage producing its blooms recurrently throughout the season. Excellent for small 
gardens. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Moreau-Robert 1860). 

ISPAHAN. A tall vigorous shrub with large quartered clear pink flowers, produced over a long 
season. Very fragrant. 5 ft. x 4 ft. 

JACQUES CARTIER. Portland Rose. Similar to Comte de Chambord but rather less perpetual, 
not quite so neat a flower, but very beautiful, with large rich pink blooms and a very strong 
fragrance.

Vigorous with 
good foliage. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Hardy 1832). 

MARIE LOUISE.* Enormous, full-petalled flowers, of intense pink, opening flat and later 
reflexing, the branches arching with their weight. Plenty of good foliage. A sumptuous beauty, 
fitting nicely into the smaller garden. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Malmaison 1813). 

PETITE LISETTE.* A charming miniature with downy-grey foliage and small, neat, perfectly 
formed, blush-pink flowers, on a nice bushy plant. Fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Vibert 1817). 

ROSE DE RESHT.* Portland Rose. A short, bushy plant, producing small, neat, very full flowers 
of dark crimson-pink, turning later to lilac and mauve. Very fragrant. Repeating well.

ST. NICHOLAS. Bright, clear, rose-pink, semi-double, cup-shaped flowers, with golden stamens, 
followed by long lasting hips. Tall, strong and free-flowering. 7 ft. x 5 ft. (1950). 

THE PORTLAND ROSE. A small, bushy shrub, with bright light-crimson, semi-double flowers 
produced in good quantity and repeating in the autumn. Fragrant. 2 ft. x 2 ft. (Prior to 1809). 

YORK AND LANCASTER. R. damascena versicolor. Interesting for its possible connection with 
the Wars of the Roses. Flowers, sometimes pink sometimes white, sometimes a mixture of both. 

Not showy but nicely held in elegant sprays, with pleasing growth and foliage. Requires good soil.

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CentifoUa Roses ‘The Provence Rose’ 


The CentifoUa forms a lax, open, shrub with many thorns and rather coarse leaves. Generally 
the flowers are large and globular and very fragrant. They have a tendency to hang their heads 
with the weight of the bloom, often with pleasing effect. There are a number of very pretty 
miniatures which are well worth growing. They are sometimes known, perhaps a little unfairly, as 
‘the Cabbage Rose’. Our Choice: Chapeau de Napoleon, De Meaux, Fantin Latour, Robert 
Le Diable, Tour De Malakoff. 

BLANCHEFLEUR. A vigorous rose with apple green foliage, fully double white flowers, blush 
at the centre, tipped with red in the bud. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (Vibert 1835). 

BULLATA. Similar to ‘Centifolia’ except that it has handsome, greatly enlarged, loosely 
hanging foliage, rather like the leaves of a lettuce. A curiosity. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (1801). 

BURGUNDY ROSE.* ‘Parvifolia or Pompon de Burgogne’. A truly miniature shrub with tiny 
1 in. flowers of dark tyrian pink suffused with claret. Very small dark green leaves and dense 
close jointed growth that builds up slowly over the years. Fragrant. 3 ft. x 2 ft. (Prior to 1664). 

CENTIFOLIA.* The original rose of this class, known, perhaps a little unfairly as the ‘Cabbage 
Rose’. A lax shrub with large, drooping, deeply globular flowers, of clear pink, opening to form 
a many petalled cup. Richly fragrant. Requires good cultivation to give of its best.The rose often 
seen in the paintings of the Dutch Masters. 5 ft. x 4 ft. 

CHAPEAU DE NAPOLEON.* Centifolia Cristata—Crested Moss. Thought to be a sport from 
‘Centifolia’. Easily mistaken for a Moss Rose, as the wings of the calyx have become greatly 
enlarged to envelop the bud in a most effective manner. Beautiful, pure pink, slightly drooping 
flowers, very similar to those of ‘Centifolia’. Rich fragrance. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (1827). 

DE MEAUX.* A dwarf shrub with dense, twiggy, growth and miniature flowers with leaves to 
match. The dainty little flowers are pure pink, neatly formed and tightly packed with petals. Would 
form a good dwarf hedge. 3 ft. x 3 ft. (1789). 

FANTIN LATOUR.* A very charming rose with beautifully formed, full-petalled flowers, cupped 
at first, later reflexing at the edges, blush-pink deepening to shell-pink at the centre. A well built 
shrub. Delicate fragrance, worthy of its famous name. 6 ft. x 5 ft. 

ISPILANTE. We are beginning to think that this is one of the finest roses in this section with 
its very large flat quartered blooms of lustrous light pink and excellent vigorous growth.

JUNO. Large, blush-pink blooms, at first globular, later opening flat and well-filled with petals on 
a lax shrub which mav require some support or could be grown over a low wall. Fragrant.

MME. ZOETMANS. A full petalled flower with a button eye, in a palest pink, fading almost to 
white. A lovely variety with graceful free growth and fresh green leaves. 4 ft. x 4 ft. 

PAUL RICAULT. Full, densely packed flowers, in great profusion, opening flat and quartered. 
Rich rose-pink. Good fragrance. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (1845). 

PETITE DE HOLLANDE.* A compact shrub with arching growth and exquisitely formed 
miniature ‘Centifolia’ flowers of pale pink, deepening towards the edges. Very fragrant. 4 ft. x 3 ft. 

ROBERT LE DIABLE.* A mixture of many colours, purple shaded with slate-grey, splashed 
with cerise and scarlet. Well shaped flowers of neat tight-petalled formation, displayed in a most 

• pleasing manner on a small but vigorous shrub. 4 ft. x 3 ft. 

TOUR DE MALAKOFF.* A rich sumptuous beauty, with large, peony-like flowers. At first 
magenta-purple turning to rich parma-violet and later to lavender and grey. A tall and rather lax 
shrub that may require some support, could perhaps be grown as a climber. Fragrant. 6 ft. x 5 ft.

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Cent ifolia Muscosa—The Moss Rose 


The Moss Rose is a mutation of Rosa Centifolia ‘The Cabbage Rose’, having developed around 
the bud and flower a moss-like growth which gives a most pleasing effect. They were at the height 
of their popularity in Victorian times. Our Choice: General Kleber, Mousseline, Old Pink Moss, 
William Lobb. 

BLANCHE MOREAU. Dark brown moss and thorns, contrasting with creamy-white, very 
double, cupped flowers. A slender lax shrub. 6 ft. x 4 ft. (1880). 

CAPITA1NE BASROGER. Full flowers of intense crimson-purple. A lanky, vigorous shrub. 
Little moss. 6 ft. x 3 ft. (Moreau-Robert 1890). 

CAPITAINE JOHN INGRAM.* Full petalled flowers of mottled, dark maroon-crimson on a 
light reverse, a pleasing colour effect. Not much moss. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Laffay 1854). 

COMTESSE DE MURINAIS.* Blush pink flowers opening flat and fading to white, with green 
moss. A magnificent full-petalled bloom, extra strong probably due to some Damask blood. 
Fragrant. 6 ft. x 4 ft. (Vibert 1843). 

DUCHESSE DE VERNEUIL.* The flowers are of camelia-like form. Flesh-pink deepening 
to salmon pink. Heavily mossed buds. An excellent garden variety. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (1856). 

GENERAL KLE&ER.* Large blooms, but of delicacy and charm with pretty well-mossed buds, 
opening to flowers of purest pink, flat and nicely quartered. Rich scent. One of the most beautiful 
moss roses. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Robert 1856). 

GLOIRE DE MOUSSEUX. Exceptionally large flowers of up to 5 ins. across when fully open. 
Long-lasting flowers of clear pink, fading with age. Abundant, light-green moss. 5 ft. x 3 ft. 

(Laffa> 1852). 

HENRI MARTIN. Long buds covered with light-green moss, opening to neatly shaped, 
crimson, semi-double flowers in graceful clusters. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Laffay 1863). 

JAMES MITCHELL. Rather small flowers, pretty in bud, opening to a pleasing pompon shape. 
Magenta-pink fading to lilac-pink. An effective garden shrub of graceful growth. 5 ft. x 5 ft. 
(Verdier 1861). 

JAPON1CA. Magenta-rose fading to soft lilac-gre>. There are finer flowers but it is unique in that 
it has green moss not only in the bud but enveloping the whole length of the flower stem and 
even running onto the leaves. 2 ft. x 2 ft.

JEANNE DE MONTFORT.* An unusually large and vigorous bush for a moss rose. Loosely 
formed flowers of rich warm-pink, revealing yellow stamens. Occasionally repeating in the 
Autumn. 7 ft. x 5 ft. (Robert 1851). 

LITTLE GEM. Small, light-crimson, pompon blooms, with ample moss of green, tinged with pink. 
A good garden shrub. Very fragrant. 3 ft. x 2 ft. (Paul 1880). 

LOUIS GIMARD. Large, globular, cupped flowers, tightly packed with petals, in light crimson 
with lilac tones as the flower opens. Dark moss. One of the more beautiful of the moss roses. 
Fragrant. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (Pernet 1887). 

MME. DE LA ROCHE-LAMBERT.* Many petalled, well-shaped flowers, of rich crimson, 
with maroon and purple at the centre. Good, bushy, growth. A beautiful and distinctive moss 
rose. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Robert 1851). 

MARECHAL DAVOUST. Large, shapely, cupped flowers of intense carmine-pink turning to 
lilac and purple. Dark moss. Fragrant. An excellent shrub laden with flowers. 4 ft. x 4 ft. 

(Robert 1853). 

MOUSSELINE.* ‘Alfred Dalmas'. A beautiful moss rose that has the advantage of recurrent 
flowering. The double flowers are large, cup shaped and delicate blush-pink in colour. Sweet 
scent. Light brown moss, not very plentiful. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (Portemer 1885). 

NUITS DE YOUNG.* A slender shrub with sparse foliage and very dark flowers of 
dusky-maroon-purple, unique colouring. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (Laffay 1851). 

OLD PINK MOSS.* ‘Common Moss’, ‘Centifolia Muscosa’. The original moss rose and one of 
the most beautiful. Clear pink flowers, globular at first, later opening flat, with a wonderful 
fragrance, graceful growth and foliage. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (1727). 

SALET. Clear pink flowers, well filled with narrow petals. Not very mossy but has the advantage 
of being a reliable repeat flower. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (1854). 

SHAILER’S WHITE MOSS.* ‘White Bath’, ‘Muscosa Alba’. A beautiful white sport of the Old 
Pink Moss, with all the charm of that rose, cupped flowers tinged with pink at first, opening 
flat and pure white. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Shailer 1790). 

SOUPERT ET NOTTING. A particularly beautiful flowering moss rose, with very neatly 

formed deep-pink blooms. Dwarf, vigorous and bushy growth. Repeat flowering. Strong fragrance. 
3 ft. x 2 ft. (Pernet Pere 1874). 

WILLIAM LOBB.* ‘Old Velvet Moss’. Dark crimson, quickly fading tc violet-grey. A tall, 
robust rose at its best at the back of the border, mingling well with other shrubs, plenty of moss, 
rich perfume. 6 ft. x 6 ft. (Laffey 1855). 
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Bourbon and Hybrid Perpetual Roses 


These two classes are sufficiently similar to be listed together. They are, in fact, the predecessor of 
the Modern Hybrid Teas, being in general perpetual flowering, or at least recurrent with foliage 
of a rather similar nature but still having the ‘old-fashioned* flowers of earlier roses. They usually 
have heavy opulent flowers with rich true rose fragrance. Our Choice: Boule De Neige, 

Commandant Beaurepaire, Ferdinand Pichard, Georg Arends, La Reine Victoria, Louise Odier. 

ADAM MESSERICH. (Bourbon). A bourbon of more recent introduction and not quite in the 
true Bourbon tradition, but a very good shrub with large, rich pink, semi-double flowers making a 
wonderful show. Raspberry fragrance. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Lambert 1920). 

BARONESS ROTHSCHILD.* (H.P.). Large, flat flowers, closely surrounded with leaves, the 
petals incurving to form a saucer. Dark-rose, shading to shell pink at the edges. Richly scented. 

One of the most beautiful of the H.P.s. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (Pernet Pere 1868). 

BARON GIROD DE L’AIN.* (H.P.). Fine, large, dark crimson flowers, starting cupped and 
later opening wide, the petals being edged with a thin band of white, giving a most pleasing effect. 

A strong well formed shrub. Very fragrant. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Reverchon 1897). 

BOULE DE NEIGE.* (Bourbon). An ivory white flower of exquisite form and silky texture, 
full-petalled and perfectly rounded like a camelia, about IVi ins. across in small clusters. Slender 
growth and dark leathery foliage. Very perpetual, rich scent. One of the best. 5 ft. x 3 ft. 

(Lacharme 1867). 

BOURBON QUEEN. (Bourbon). A loose cupped flower, pink, veined darker and paling towards 
the edges. Vigorous and fragrant. An old cottage favourite. May be used as a climber and will form 
a good hedge. Mid-June only. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (1835). 

COMMANDANT BEAUREPAIRE.* (Bourbon). Large, double, fragrant flowers of the most 
beautiful colouring, light pink, flecked and striped with deep pink, purple and scarlet. A vigorous 
and dense shrub with pointed rather pale foliage. One wonderful flowering. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (1874). 

EMPEREUR DU MAROC. (H.P.). Rich, velvety, maroon-purple—one of the darkest roses in 
cultivation. The flowers open flat and are well filled with petals and richly fragrant. Not very strong. 
4 ft. x 3 ft. (Guinoisseau 1858). 

FERDINAND PICHARD.* (H.P.). One of the finest striped roses having the advantage of being 
perpetual flowering. Fully globular, pink flowers clearly striped with crimson and purple. A good 
bushy plant. Rich fragrance. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (Tanne 1921). 

FRAU KARL DRUSCHKI. (H.P.). A fine old rose, technically a Hybrid Tea, but much better 
pruned as a shrub. Large, perfectly formed white Hybrid Tea flowers. It may require spraying for 
mildew. Little scent. 6 ft. x 3 ft. (Lambert 1901). 

GEORG ARENDS.* (H.P.). Large, rose-pink blooms of perfect Hybrid Tea shape, the petals 
curling back at the edges in a most beautiful manner. Light green foliage and strong growth. 
Deliciously fragrant, recurrent flowering. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (Winner 1910). 

GLOIRE DE DUCHER.* (H.P.). A tall, loose-growing shrub with gorgeous, full, large flowers of 
deep crimson turning to purple as it opens. Can also be used as a climber. Very fragrant. At its best, 
nothing can beat this rose for sheer richness, particularly in the Autumn. 6 ft. x 4 ft. (Ducher 1865). 

GRUSS AN AACHEN. By breeding this rose should be amongst the Hybrid Teas, but in form of 
flower it has little in common with them. Beautifully cupped, full-petalled flowers, silky in texture, 
of pearly pink fading to creamy-white. A rose of exceptional charm but not at its best in extremes 
ofweathi 3 ft. x 3 ft. (Geduldig 1909). 

GRUSS AN TEPLITZ.* An excellent, perpetual flowering, crimson, shrub rose, often grown as 
a climber. See climbers. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Cox 1897). 

HONORINE DE BRABANT. (Bourbon). Pale pink, spotted and striped with mauve and 
crimson. Lacks some of the quality of ‘Commandant Beaurepaire* but a very good shrub and much 
more perpetual flowering. Raspberry fragrance. 6 ft. x 6 ft. 

KRONPRINCESSIN VICTORIA. (Bourbon). A sport of the beautiful Souvenir de la Malmaison. 
Milk white, tinted with yellow, otherwise similar in every way. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Spaeth 1887). 
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lA REINE VICTORIA.* (Bourbon). Charming shell-like flowers of cupped formation held with 
perfect poise above the foliage. Warm rose-pink. Excellent perpetual-flowering qualities and 
delicious scent. Clean upright growth. Inclined to stain in wet weather. 6 ft. x 3 ft. (Schwartz 1872). 

LOUISE ODIER.* (Bourbon). One of the most beautiful of the Bourbons. Full, perfectly formed, 
camelia-like flowers, with every petal in place. Warm pink, softly shaded with lilac. Strong, 
bushy growth. Continuous flowering and an exceedingly strong perfume. 5 ft. x 4 ft. 

(Margottin 1851). 

MME. ISAAC PEREIRE.* (Bourbon). Tall, powerful growth, large handsome foliage, with huge 
madder-crimson flowers and a rich fragrance. The shape is cupped with the petals turning back at 
the edges. Sometimes mis-shapen early in the season but magnificent later. May also be used as a 
climber. 7 ft. x 5 ft. (Garcon 1881). 

MME. LAURIOL DE BARNY. (Bourbon). Large, double, pale rose-pink flowers, with a strong 
fruity fragrance, produced in the greatest profusion in early summer with a few more later 
• in the season. A vigorous shrub that may also be used as a climber. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Trouillard 1868). 

MME. PIERRE OGER. (Bourbon). A sport of ‘La Reine Victoria’, with the same perfect, 
globular, shell-like flowers but of pale silvery pink. Rich perfume. Slender growth and very 
perpetual. 5 ft. x 3 ft. (Verdier 1878). 

PRINCE CHARLES. (Bourbon). A most appropriate name for the present time. The large loosely 
formed and richly tinted flowers are dark madder-rose at first but quickly turn to maroon and 
later to lilac-magenta with veining of crimson purple. 4 ft. x 4 ft. 

REINE DES VIOLETTES. (H.P.). Medium sized, flat flowers with many petals of varying 
shades of lilac and purple. Almost thornless growth and grey ish foliage. A very useful rose in this 
colour as it is truly perpetual but requires hard pruning to give of its best. 4 ft. x 2 ft. 

(Millet Malet 1860). 

ROGER LAMBELIN. (H.P.). Full, carnation-like flowers with deep crimson-red petals fringed 
at the edges with white. A unique flower but as a plant it requires a little extra feeding if it is to give 
of its best. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Vve. Schwartz 1890). 

RUHM von STEINFURTH. (H.P.). Perhaps more correctly a H.T. Exceptionally large, some say 
the largest of all. Long pointed buds opening to wide, and flat to light pink flowers. 4 ft. x 4 ft. 
(Weigand 1920). 

SOUVENIR DE LA MALMAISON.* (Bourbon). Magnificent blooms, which open at first cupped 
and later flat and quartered, about 5 ins. across. Soft pink, fading with age. Repeating well, the 
later flowers being of exceptional purity. Named in memory of the Empress Josephine’s famous 
garden at Malmaison. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Beluze 1843). 

SOUVENIR DE ST. ANNE’S. (Bourbon). A nearly single sport of the above rose, which occurred 
at St. Anne’s near Dublin. A delicate and beautifully formed flower of blush pink fading almost to 
white. Vigorous and recurrent. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (Thomas 1950). 

SOUVENIR DU DOCTOR JAMAIN. (H.P.). Medium-sized, well-formed, fully double flowers, 
opening flat of deep maroon-crimson, followed by large orange-red hips. June flower, followed 
by a few later blooms. Not an easy rose, but worth a little extra attention for the exceptional 
richness of its colouring and wonderful fragrance. 6 ft. x 3 ft. (Lacharme 1865).

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Rose Species 
and Their Near Hybrids 



In this section we offer wild roses from many parts of the world, together with their immediate 
hybrids. These include some very fine shrubs notable for the elegance of their growth, their 
dainty foliage and the simple beauty of their flowers, which are generally followed by colourful 
hips in a variety of shapes and sizes. All the species listed are first rate garden plants that are very 
much at home in the border and ideal for open and wild areas. All true species are single flowered 
and with rare exceptions flower only once in each season, but interest is extended by their hips 
in the Autumn. There are also fine climbing species, often of great vigour, which will, 
if desired, climb into small trees and over strong bushes. 

PRUNING. Species require very little pruning, except the occasional removal of old and spent 
wood. Our choice: R. cantabrigiensis, R. moyesii, R. moyesii ‘Geranium', R. Pauli ‘Rosea', 

R. Golden Chersonese, R. macrantha, R. rubrifolia. 






R. ANDERSONII. Probably a R. canina x R. gallica hybrid. In effect a brilliant pink dog rose of 
large size. Wild rose scent. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (1935). 

R. CALIFORNICA PLENA.* An attractive semi-double form of R. californica. Deep pink 
flowers, cascade downwards on pendulous stems. About 1 Vi ins. across with a pleasant scent. 
Mid-June. 8 ft. x 7 ft. 

R. CANTABRIGIENSIS.* R. hugonis x serica. A very fine shrub with 2 Vi ins. pale yellow 
flowers wreathing its branches to form a mass of delicate bloom in late May and early june. Fern 
like foliage. Slight scent. Up to 10 ft. x 10 ft. 

R. DAVIDII. Clusters of flowers, bright pink to pale crimson, long, orange-red flask shaped 
hips. 9 ft. x 8 ft. (W. China). 

R. DUPONTII. R. gallica x R. moschata. Large 3-3 Vi ins. white flowers, each of perfect 
outline. Grey-green foliage. Scented. May 7 ft. x 6 ft. 

R. ECAE. Bright deep golden->ellow flowers, 1 in. across. One of the deepest yellows amongst 
the species. Beautiful but requires a warm position. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Afghanistan). 

R. FARRERI PERSETOSA.* ‘The Threepennj-bit Rose’. A dainty shrub with tiny pink flowers 
followed by coral-red hips. Small foliage. 5 ft. x 5 ft. (Int. 1915). 

R. FEDTSCHENKOANA. Pure white flowers against grey-green foliage. Long hips. Flowering 
not in great abundance but throughout the summer. 8 ft. x 6 ft. (Turkestan). 

R. FOETIDA. (Austrian Yellow). Bright, golden-yellow, 2Vi ins. flowers on a sparse shrub. 
Beautiful but not the easiest to grow. Rather unpleasant scent. Requires minimum pruning and 
a warm position. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Asia). 

R. FOETIDA BICOLOR.* (Austrian Copper). A dazzling version of the above with brilliant 
copper-red on the upper side of the petals, otherwise the same. 5 ft. x 4 ft. 

R. FOETIDA PERSIANA. Double, golden-yellow flowers. 5 ft. x 4 ft. (Int. 1837). 

R. GOLDEN CHERSONESE.* R. Ecae x Canary Bird. An excellent new hybrid, particularly for 
the depth of its colour. Deep golden-yellow flowers wreathing its slender arching branches in late 
May. Fernlike foliage. Sweet scent. 6 ft. x 6 ft. (Allen 1969). 

R. HEADLEYENSIS. Probably a R. hugonis x spinosissima altaica cross. Vigorous graceful 
growth with fine ferny foliage and handsome creamy yellow single flowers, with a strong 
fragrance. Perhaps the best of the hugonis crosses. 9 ft. x 12 ft. (Sir Oscar Warburg 1920). 

R. HEMISPHAERICA. Sulphur Rose. A verj rare old rose that is rather tender. The 
flowers are large, heavy and fully double, and inclined to hang their heads. The colour is pale 
sulphur-yellow. The foliage pale green and slightly glaucous. Beautiful but not easy to grow. 

6 ft. x 4 ft. (Prior to 1625). 

R. HIBERNICA.* Spinosissima x canina. A compact shrub, with pretty grey-green foliage and 
creamy-pink flowers. 4 ft. x 3 ft. (1802). 

R. HUGONIS. Two inch, creamy-yellow, saucer-shaped flowers with crinkled petals. A long 
arching growth among fern like foliage. Beautiful but the flowers will sometimes fail to open 
well. Small mahogany hips. Early May. 7 ft. x 6 ft. (C. China). 

R. MACRANTHA.* R. gallica x canina. A low growing shrub with long trailing branches, 
bearing very large single blush-pink blooms of great beauty. Suitable for trailing over banks, etc. 
Delicious fragrance. Round red hips. 5 ft. x 9 ft. 

R. MACROPHYLLA. Graceful growth with 3 ins. cerise-pink flowers in small clusters followed 
by bottle-shaped fruit. Vigorous. 10 ft. x 10 ft. (Himalayas). 

R. MARTIN FROBISHER. Small dainty double-pink flowers on a strong twiggy shrub, with 
fern-like greyish foliage. We do not know anything of the origin of this rose, but it is well worth 
growing. 6 ft. x 4 ft. 

R. MOYESII.* One of the most beautiful species. Rich blood-red flowers about 2 Vi ins. to 3 ins. 
across with contrasting stamens. These are followed by no lesser glory in the form of large 
crimson flagon shaped hips. A rather loose open shrub with long arching branches. There are a 
number of good varieties of this specie listed below. Early summer. 10 ft. x 8 ft. (W. China). 

R. MOYESII GERANIUM.* A more compact form making it particularly suitable for smaller 
gardens. Bright red flowers and long hips. 8 ft. x 7 ft. (Mulligan 1938).

R. MOYESII HIGHDOWNENSIS. A seedling from Moyesii that forms a bigger and better 
shrub but has flowers of cerise-crimson. 10 ft. x 10 ft. (Stern 1928). 

R. MOYESII HILLIERI. (R. pruhoniciana). Probably a hybrid. The darkest crimson of this 
t>pe. Graceful growth, a few large hips. 10 ft. x 12 ft. (Hillier 1920). 

R. MOYESII SEALING WAX. Vivid pink flowers particularly fine scarlet hips. 10 ft. x 10 ft. 

R. MULTIBRACTEATA. Graceful growth, small 1 Vi ins. bright pink flowers, fragrant fern-like 
leaves. 7 ft. x 7 ft. (China). 

R. Ni l IDA. A dwarf suckering shrub with 2 ins. pink flowers in July. Autumn tinted foliage. 

2 ft. (E. North America). 

R. PAIJLII.* R. rugosa X R. arvensis. A vigorous trailing shrub with 3 ins. pure white flowers 

with wedge shaped petals giving the appearance of a clematis. Ample foliage and strong thorny 
growth forming dense ground cover. 3 ft. deep and spreading to 6-12 ft. Clove scent. (Paul 1903). 

R. PAULII ROSEA.* A sport of the above rose with flowers of a beautiful fresh silky 
pink and a white centre. Less vigorous than the above, otherwise identical. 3 ft. x 6 ft. 

R. PENDULINA.* A thornless shrub of erect growth with deep pink flowers and hanging 
pear shaped fruit. 4 ft. x 4 ft. (C. and S. Europe). 

R. PRIMULA.* ‘The Incense Rose’. Small primrose yellow flowers, smothering graceful 
growth. Eern-like foliage with a pleasing aromatic fragrance which carries well in the wind. 

6 ft. x 8 ft. (Turkestan). ^ 

R. RICHARDIL* ‘The Sacred Rose of Abyssinia’. A beautiful rose of great historic interest. 

Perhaps the rose portrayed in Egyptian tombs. Large pale pink flowers. 4 ft. x 4 ft. 

R. ROXBURGH!!. ‘The Chestnut Rose’. 3 ins. pale pink flowers fading to white with a mass of 

golden stamens. Large hips covered with stiff prickles. The bark flakes with age giving an r 

unusual effect. 7 ft. x 7 ft. (China-Japan). 

R. RUBRIFOLIA.* Much valued by the flower arranger and in the garden for the coppery-mauve 
colouring of its foliage. The flowers are cerise-pink and rather insignificant, but have a certain 
charm set amongst the foliage. A heavy crop of dark red hips. 6 ft. x 5 ft. (C. Europe). 

R. SERICEA HEATHERMUIR. A large shrub producing 3 ins. pretty white flowers over a long 
season. Fern-like foliage. Very beautiful. 9 ft. x 9 ft.

R. ANEMONOIDES RAMONA. A cerise-carmine form of the above. 

R. BRACTEATA. ‘The Macartney Rose’. Large, single, silky-white flowers of up to 4 ins. across 
with a large bunch of stamens. Large, leafy bracts around the buds. Almost evergreen. Warm wall 
only. 12ft. (E. China). 

R. BRUNONII.* ‘The Himalayan Musk’. Large clusters of white flowers 1-2 ins. across. 
Grey-green foliage, exceptionally strong growth. One of the finest of the Climbing White Species 
but slightly tender. 30 ft. (N. India to Afghanistan). 

R. BRUNONII. ‘La Mortola’. A form of the above rose with larger clusters and flowers. Rich 
fragrance.

Scottish and Burnet Roses 


Most of these roses are varieties of the Scottish Rose, R. spinosissima, others are hybrids of this 
rose or closely allied to it. Not only are they pretty with fine ferny foliage and bushy habit 
but they have the advantage of growing under the very poorest conditions, so long as they have 
air and light. 

R. SPINOSISSIMA.* ‘R. pimpinellifolia’. ‘The Scottish Rose’. A low-growing, spreading shrub, 
which is ideal for ground cover, particularly where the soil is sandy and poor. Small, white flowers 
in profusion, in May and early June. 3 ft. (Europe to Asia). 

ALTAICA.* Large, single, white flowers, smothering its arching branches in May, followed 
by maroon-black hips. Very hardy. 5 ft. x 4 ft. 

ANDREWSII. Cupped, semi-double flowers of clearest pink with yellow stamens, excellent bushy 
growth, charming.

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Climbing 

and Rambler Roses 



The rose is the finest of all climbing plants, their flowers showing themselves off to maximum 
effect, when they look down from a height. In spite of this many of the best varieties are not 
grown by nurserymen and are, therefore, seldom seen in gardens. We offer a very extensive 
selection. 

Roses that climb can conveniently be divided into three sections: 

CLIMBING ROSES which generally have large flowers and flower intermittently throughout 
the season: MODERN CLIMBERS which are similar, but shorter and very perpetual flowering: and 
RAMBLER ROSES which have mainly smaller flowers in large bunches and have only one large 
crop of flowers in early summer. 

PRUNING. No pruning is required in the first year. Thereafter CLIMBERS and MODERN 
CLIMBERS should have their side shoots shortened to two or three buds and occasionally 
old wood may be removed at their base to prevent the plant becoming too dense in growth. 
RAMBLERS should be pruned in the Autumn by removing at the base, whenever they can be 
spared, the stems that have produced flowers in the previous year, leaving the fresh young growth. 
This practice can, however, be varied according to requirements as, for example, when they are 
growing over trees and bushes, when it may be best to just let them go. 
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Climbing Roses 


This section covers a great variety of forms, some with pointed buds like a Hybrid Tea, some with 
the full flowers of an Old Rose, some single or semi-double. They are mainly fairly tall in growth, 
though they can be contained by pruning, and are more or less perpetual in flower. They are ideal 
for walls, pergolas and the like and include some very beautiful roses. Our Choice: Alister Stella 
Gray, Banksaie Lutea, Lady Hillingdon, Celine Forestier, Gloire De Dijon, Guinee, Lawrence

AIMEE VIBERT.* (Noisette). Dainty sprays of small, double white flowers, which open to show 
yellow stamens. A bushy climber with fine, glossy foliage. Perpetual and fragrant. Also excellent 
when grown as a large arching shrub. 15 ft. (Vibert 1828). 

ALISTER STELLA GRAY.* (Noisette). Tightly scrolled, yolk-yellow buds opening to a 
fully-double rosette shaped flower about 3 ins. across. Small groups are followed later by long 
sprays. Very perpetual. May also be grown as a shrub. 15 ft. (Gray 1894). 

ALAN CHANDLER. (H.T.). Large 5 ins. semi-double flowers of brilliant crimson showing 
golden stamens. A magnificent display in June and seldom out of bloom thereafter. Good foliage. 
Fragrant. 15 ft. (Prince 1923). 

ALTISSIMO.* Well-shaped, single flowers of symmetrical outline of about 5 ins. across, 
blood-red, shaded with crimson with golden-yellow stamens. Continuously in flower. May be 
grown as a shrub. 8 ft. (Delbard-Chabert 1966). 

BANKSIAE ALBA-PLENA. Large clusters of 1 in. pure white button-shaped flowers hanging 
gracefully from the branch. Strong fragrance of violets. 30 ft. (Int. Kerr 1803). 

BANKSIAE LUTEA.* A vigorous climbing rose that should be grown on a warm wall in this 
country. 1 in. double button-shaped yellow flowers in large hanging sprays. Flowering early in 
the season but not recurrent. Slight fragrance. A very beautiful rose. 30 ft. (Int. Parkes 1824). 

BLAIRI No. 2.* (Bourbon). A dull name for a perpetual rose, having full-petalled flowers, of the 
true old rose character, deep pink at the centre, paling towards the edges and held in the most 
pleasing manner. One good crop and a few flowers later. Minimum pruning. 15 ft. (Blair 1845). 

BLUSH NOISETTE. (Noisette). The original Noisette. Clusters of small, cupped, semi-double, 
lilac-pink flowers with a rich clove scent. Very perpetual and reliable. Also grown as a shrub. 15 ft. 
(Noisette before 1817). 

CONSTANCE SPRY. Although this is generally considered to be a shrub, it can, perhaps, be 
even better when grown as a climber, as anyone who has seen The National Trust’s collection 
of roses at Mottisfont Castle, will agree. Please turn to page 9 for description. 15ft. (David 
Austin 1961). 

CECILE BRUNNER-CLIMBING.* A climbing version of the pretty miniature flower bush rose. 
Thimble sized blush pink flowers of perfect H.T. formation, opening to a nice rosette. Very 
strong healthy growth and ample foliage. Once flowering, with a few blooms later. A very good 
climber. Up to 20 ft. (Hosp. 1894). 

CELINE FORESTIER.* (Noisette). Not the easiest rose to grow, but one of the most beautiful, 
requiring a warm wall. Silky, pale yellow full-petalled flowers of old fashioned formation, with 
powerful tea-rose scent. Perpetual. 8 ft. (Trouvillard 1842). 

CHATEAU DE GLOS VOUGEOT-CLIMBING. (H.T.). Flowers of darkest rich velvety-crimson 
which do not fade, opening flat and wide. Powerful fragrance. 15 ft. (Morse 1920). 

CLAIRE JAQUIER. (Noisette). A tall vigorous rose with luxurious dark green foliage. Small 
clusters of dainty well shaped yellow flowers of medium size. Fragrant and recurrent. 20 ft. 
(Bernaix 1888). 

CUPID. Large, almost single flowers of flesh-pink, tinted with apricot, up to 5 ins. with 
crinkly petals. A vigorous climber that will grow over bushes and trees. Once flowering, 
large hips. 15 ft. (Cant 1915). 

DEVONIENSIS-CLIMBING. (Tea). Large well-shaped flowers of creamy-white, flushed with 
apricot at the centre. Rich tea scent. Perpetual. Requires a warm wall. 12 ft. (Lucombe 1841). 
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CECILE BRUNNER-CLIMBING 


DREAMGIRL. A modern rose with all the charm of an old rose. Fully double quartered flowers 
of warm coral-pink with a rich fruity fragrance. Perpetual. 10 ft. (Jacobin 1944). 

ENA HARKNESS-CLIMBING. A climbing version of the well-known crimson scarlet hybrid 
tea. Its hanging heads display themselves effectively from a high wall. Summer flowers and a few 
later. 15 ft. (Gurteen & Ritson 1954). 

ETOILE DE HOLLANDE-CLIMBING. The climbing sport of the famous old hybrid tea. 

Deep crimson with a very strong fragrance. Vigorous. Flowering again in late summer. A rich 
and beautiful rose. 18 ft. (Verschuren 1919). 

FELLEMBERG. (Climbing China). Clusters of small flowers with crimson buds opening to 
deep-pink. Almost always in flower. Also forms an excellent shrub. 8 ft. (Fellemberg 1857). 
GENERAL SCHABLIKINE. Nodding flowers with shapely scrolled buds, coloured deep coppery 
carmine pink. Short but vigorous growth with dark shoots and elegant leaves. May be grown 
as a shrub. Slight fragrance. 10 ft. (Nabonnard 1878). 

GLOIRE DE DIJON.* (Noisette). An old favourite of cottage gardens. Large globular flowers 
opening cupped and later flat. Buff-yellow, sometimes tinted with pink and gold. Flowering early 
and continuing well throughout the season. Rich fragrance. Hardy. 15 ft. (Jacotot 1853). 

GRUSS AN TEPLITZ.* Can be grown as a shrub, but probably better as a climber, forming an 
ideal pillar rose and flowering perpetually. Medium-sized, brilliant, light-crimson blooms in 
clusters. Hardy and very richly scented. Also suitable for a hedge. 15 ft. (Geschwind 1897). 

GUINEE.* The richest, darkest and perhaps most beautiful of crimson climbers. Deep unfading 
velvety-crimson opening to about 4 ins. across, showing contrasting golden stamens. Good growth 
and foliage and the rich scent one would expect from such a rose. Requires a light background to 
show up its dark colouring. Perpetual. 15 ft. (Mallerin 1938). 

JAUNE DESPREZ.* (Noisette). ‘Desprez a fleurs Jaunes’. An old climber of exceptional beauty 
with flat, many petalled flowers, of the old type. Warm yellow, shaded with peach and apricot, the 
petals having a silky quality and a rich scent. Perpetual and vigorous but requires a warm wall. 

18 ft. (Desprez 1826). 

KATHLEEN HARROP. A clear-pink sport of the better known Zephirine Drouhin. Perhaps a 
more pleasing colour. Perpetual flowering and very fragrant. 12 ft. (Dickson 1919). 

LADY HILLINGDON.* (Tea Rose). A rich apricot-yellow with long, elegant, hanging buds and 
thick petals opening to a loosely formed flower. Vigorous growth with luxurious foliage. Strong 
tea-perfume. Continuous flowering. Hardy on a wall. 15 ft. (Hicks 1917).

LADY WATERLOW. (H.T.). Full petalled flowers of clear pink, shaded with salmon and beautifully 
veined. A good show in early summer followed with some later blooms. Sweet fresh fragrance. 

12ft. (Nabonnand 1903). 

LAMARQUE. (Noisette). A fine tea rose bloom, opening flat, lemon fading to white. Strong tea 
scent. Very tender. 10 ft. (Marechal 1830). 

LAWRENCE JOHNSTON.* A particularly fine, tall climber, which has achieved as much as 
30 ft. in height. Fairly large, loosely formed semi-double bright yellow flowers with a powerful 
scent. It is said that it can be grown as a large shrub of perhaps 10 ft. tall. 20-30 ft. 

(Pernet-Ducher 1923). 

LEVERKUSEN. Nicely formed, rosette shaped flowers of a pleasing shade of lemon-yellow, 
gracefully held and toning well with pale-green foliage. Very hardy. One good crop and occasional 
blooms later. Lemon fragrance. May be grown as a shrub. 10 ft. (Kordes 1954). 

MME. ALFRED CARRIERS.* (Noisette). Large sweetly scented cupped blooms; white tinted 
with flesh pink. A good old rose that grows very strongly, blooms freely and continually and is free 
of disease. Reliable and completely hardy. Very fragrant. 20 ft. (Schwarts 1879). 

MME. ABEL CHATENAY-CLIMBING. (H.T.). A climbing sport of the beautiful old hybrid tea 
with the same lovely bud formation. Blush-pink deepening towards the centre. Delicious fragrance. 

15 ft. (Pernet-Ducher 1917). 

MME. BUTTERFLY-CLIMBING.* A climbing sport of one of the most beautiful Hybrid Tea 
roses. Perfectly formed flowers of delicate colouring—blush, lightly tinted with apricot and gold. 

A good climber; free flowering and vigorous, with a good second crop. Very fragrant. 12 ft. 

(Smith 1926). 

MME. CAROLINE TESTOUT-CLIMBING.* An excellent climbing sport of an early H.T. rose. 
Large clear rose-pink globular flowers with a slight fragrance. A second crop in September. One of 
the best climbing H.T.’s. 20 ft. (Chauvry 1901). 

MME. GREGOIRE STAECHEL1N.* A truly magnificent rose. Nicely shaped buds opening to 
large clear pink, semi-double flowers with a darker reverse, up to 5 ins. across. One magnificent 
display early in the season and a few blooms later. Delicious sweet-pea fragrance. 20 ft. 

(Dot 1927). 

MME. SANCY DE PARABERE. (Boursalt). Clear pink flowers of unique formation, the outer 
petals being larger than the inner petals, which form a rosette in the centre. Free flowering, 
early, little scent. 15 ft. (Bonnet 1874). 

MAIGOLD.* Large open bronze-yellow, semi-double flowers with golden stamens. A vigorous 
prickly plant with luxuriant, disease free, glossy foliage. One good crop and a few later blooms. 
Powerful fragrance. Also excellent as a shrub. 12 ft. (Kordes 1953). 

MARECHAL NIEL. (Noisette). The beautiful yellow rose with hanging tea rose buds. Really only 
suitable for the greenhouse. (Pradel 1864). 

MEG. Large, almost single flowers of neatly symmetrical, flat formation, delicate pink with 
apricot at the centre, showing red-gold stamens. Late June, repeating fairly well. 12 ft. (Gosset 
1954). 

MERMAID.* One of the best and most beautiful of climbers. Single canary-yellow flowers, about 
5 ins. across, with golden stamens. The petals being a beautiful shape and texture. Truly perpetual 
flowering. Glossy evergreen foliage, which it carries well into the winter. Prefers a warm 
South wall, but paradoxically has been very successful on North walls. Prune as little as possible. 
25-30 ft. (Paul 1918). 

MRS. HERBERT STEVENS-CLIMBING.* (Tea). A Tea Rose that is quite hardy. White 
flowers tinged with green with long, gracefully scrolled buds. Strong tea scent. Occasional mildew, 
but one of the most beautiful and elegant white climbers. 20 ft. (Pernet-Ducher 1922). 

MRS. SAM McGREDY-CLIMBING. A sport of one of the most popular roses of the period 
between the wars—many of which form excellent climbers. A rose of unique and beautiful 
colouring, coppery-salmon red.

Quartered rosette shaped blooms of coppery-orange turning to coppery-pink hanging down to be 
seen to the greatest advantage. Delicious tea scent. Good second crop. Strong grower to 20 ft. or 
more. (Sauvageot 1923). 

ZEPHIRINE DROUHIN.* An old Bourbon rose that is one of the best and most continuous 
flowering climbers. Hardy, robust growth; wonderful perfume—and no thorns. Deep rose-pink. 
Also excellent for hedges. More than 100 years of age and as popular as ever. 12 ft. (Bizot 1868).

They form ideal pillar roses.

ALOHA.* A climbing rose of old-fashioned appearance. Large, many petalled, clear pink flowers 
with a strong perfume. Perpetual flowering, but not a tall grower. Lqually good as a shrub.

CASINO. A vigorous climber which repeats well. Deep yellow, fading to light yellow, hybrid tea 
shaped blooms, opening semi-double, in large clusters. Slight fragrance. 12 ft. (McGredy 1963). 

COMPASSION. Light salmon, shaded orange. Hybrid tea flowers. Abundant dark green foliage. 
Good repeat flowering. Very fragrant. 10 ft. (Harkness 1973). 

COPENHAGEN. Large, shapely flowers of rich scarlet. Vigorous grower. Perpetual flowering. 
Fragrant. 10 ft. (Poulson 1964). 

CORAL DAWN. Very large, hybrid tea blooms, deep coral-pink fading to pink at the edges. A rose 
of considerable charm, flowering continually and freely.

HANDEL.* Shapely buds opening to moderate, full, cream coloured flowers, flushed with 
pink and clearly edged with deep pink; a unique and attractive combination. Vigorous growth 
and truly perpetual flowering.

NEW DAWN.* Medium-sized, silvery-blush-pink flowers, deepening towards the centre, 
produced in clusters. The forerunner of the modern perpetual flowering climbers and still one of the 
best.

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PARADE.* Large, open, many petalled flowers of deep carmine-pink, in large heavy clusters.

Rambler Roses 


The Ramblers are on the whole of taller growth than the typical climber, many of them being 
capable of reaching a great height, with long pliable shoots emerging from the base of the plant and 
large sprays of flowers and in great quantity forming a mass of colour. All flower once only in the 
season but are ideal for growing on trellis, fences, over walls or for covering unsightly buildings. 
The stronger varieties can be used for growing into low open trees, old fruit trees, etc. The more 
lax growing varieties including many wichuraianas and sempervirens are ideal for ground cover and 
for covering banks, where they will travel some distance and form a mound of growth. See also 
climbing species which are in effect ramblers and often particularly useful for growing into trees. 
Our Choice: Alberic Barbier, Auguste Gervais, Felicite et Perpetue, Paul's Himalayan Musk, 
Bobbie James, Violette, Wedding Day, Paul Transom, Easleas Golden Rambler. 

ADELAIDE D’ORLEANS.* (Sempervirens). Creamy-pink, semi-double flowers, which hang 
gracefully from the branch making it particularly suitable for growing on arches and pergolas. 
Almost evergreen. Delicate primrose scent. 15 ft. (Jaques 1826). 

ALBERIC BARBIER.* (Wichuraiana). Yellow buds opening to a 3 ins. fully double, 
creamy-white flower, carried in small clusters. Very strong growth and ample almost evergreen 
foliage.

BOBBIE JAMES.* (Wichuraiana). A fragrant rambler with exceptionally large heads of 
creamy-white, semi-double flowers.

BRENDA COLVIN. Very small, double, blush-pink flowers in large clusters. A seedling from 
Filipes Kiftsgate about which we know very little. Promises similar exceptionally strong growth. 

DEBUTANTE.* (Wichuraiana). Dainty sprays of small, clear rose-pink flowers fading to blush, 
cupped at first, later reflexing. Primrose scent. 15 ft. (Walsh 1882). 

DR. VAN FLEET. (Wichuraiana). A taller version of New Dawn to which it is otherwise 
identical, except that it is only once flowering. Minimum pruning. 20 ft. (Van Fleet 1910). 

EASLEA’S GOLDEN RAMBLER.* Large, butter-yellow flowers, singly and in clusters. Good, 
olive-green foliage. Rich scent. Nearer to a climbing rose in character with almost H.T. flowers.

EMILY GRAY. Medium sized clusters of semi-double, golden-buff flowers filled with petals and 
fading to a pale yellow. Fine glossy foliage, tinted with bronze when young. Scented. 12 ft. 
(Williams 1918). 

EVANGELINE. A very pretty rambler with sprays of light-pink single flowers, with a sweet 
fragrance. 18 ft. (Walsh 1906). 

FELICITE ET PERPETUE.* (Sempervirens). Large clusters of small, globular, double flowers, 
packed with petals. Creamy white, tinted with pink when first open. Strong growth forming a dense 
mass. Hardy anywhere. Primrose fragrance. Mid-July. 20 ft. (Jaques 1827). 

FRANCES E. LESTER.* A robust rose, completely smothered by single white apple blossom-like 
blooms. A strong fragrance that carries over a wide area. May also be grown as a shrub. Small 
orange hips. 15 ft. (Lester Rose Gardens 1946). 

FRANCOIS JURANVILLE. (Wichuraiana). Flat, double flowers of glowing pink tinted with 
gold towards the centre. Glossy foliage. Sharp apple-scent. 25 ft. (Barbier 1906). 

GOLDFINCH. (Multiflora). Large clusters of small, typical rambler flowers, yolk-yellow-fading 
to milk-white. Vigorous and hardy. Strong scent. 10 ft. (George Paul 1907). 

KEW RAMBLER. A hybrid of Rose Souieana with grey-green leaves and beautiful single flowers 
of rose-pink with a white centre and golden stamens. Rich scent. 18 ft. (Kew 1912). 

LEONTINE GERVAIS. (Wichuraiana). Double quartered flowers of pink tinged with copper 
and orange. Robust growth, glossy foliage. 25 ft. (Barbier 1903). 
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LA PERLE. (Wichuraiana). Creamy white with yellow tints. Fully double, quartered flowers 
with a strong fresh fragrance. Glossy foliage. 30 ft. (Fauquer 1905). 

MARY WALLACE. (Wichuraiana). Large, loose, semi-double, rose-pink flowers on graceful 
growth. 20 ft. (Van Fleet 1924). 

MAY QUEEN.* (Wichuraiana). A mass of beautiful rose-pink blooms, the individual flowers 
being large and flat and well filled with petals. Delicately fragrant. 25 ft. (Manda 1898). 

PAUL’S HIMALAYAN MUSK.* Long trailing growth of up to 30 ft. with dainty hanging 
sprays of blush pink rosettes. Ideal for growing into a tree. Rich scent. (Paul).

Midsummer. 20-30 ft. (Van Fleet 1910). 

SPECTABILIS. (Semperviren Hybrid). Dainty little flowers of perfect cupped rosette formation. 
Rose-pink with a tint of lilac. Late. Primrose fragrance. 7 ft. (Prior 1848). 

THE GARLAND.* A R. moschata x R. multiflora Hybrid. A beautiful, old rambler with 
bunches of small creamy-salmon flowers with narrow quilled petals giving a daisy-like effect. Rich 
orange perfume. Bushy twiggy growth. May be grown as a shrub. 15 ft. (Wells 1835). 

VEILCHENBLAU.* (Multiflora). Small ‘rambler’ type flowers opening dark magenta and 
fading to lilac, occasionally streaked with white. Can appear almost blue on occasions. Rich orange 
scent. 15 ft. (Schmidt 1909). 

VIOLETTE.* (Multiflora). Clusters of small, crimson-purple flowers, fading to maroon with 
golden stamens. A beautiful colour, ideal for mixing with other shades. 15 ft. (Turbat 1921). 

WEDDING DAY.* A prolific grower that will climb to a great height. Flowers in huge clusters, 
buds apricot, opening creamy-yellow, quickly turning to white. Fragrant. 30 ft. (Stern 1950).

Bush Roses 

Hybrid Teas, Floribundas and Polyanthas 



There can be few gardens in this country that do not possess at least some representative of 
these classes. They are, of course, the common roses of our gardens today, and as such, require 
no introduction. No other garden plant has received quite so much attention from the plant breeder, 
numerous varieties being introduced annually. The varieties we offer may be said to be in some 
degree a personal choice. We include most of the popular varieties, but also include a number of 
lesser known roses, that seem to us to have something extra to offer in the charm and character of 
their flowers. Strong and brilliant colours are common among modern roses, as, for example, the 
ever popular “Super Star”. Such roses have their merits, but should be used sparingly to 
highlight the softer shades, which they can easily overshadow with the brilliance of their colour. 

We have considerably increased our production of these roses and include a number of new 
varieties in this edition of our Handbook. 

PRUNING. The first year after planting, prune back hard from four to six inches from the soil. 

In subsequent years, first prune away all dead, ageing and weak wood, then cut back the good wood 
to ten or twelve inches. Always aim to preserve the young growth. Weaker growers require harder 
pruning. Floribundas may be left a little longer than H.T.’s. Polyanthas simply require to have 
the old flower heads removed after the initial tidying up.

Hybrid Tea Roses 


Notable for the elegance of their high, pointed buds and the perfection of their colourful 
flowers, at their best these are amongst the aristrocrats of the garden. Some of the older varieties, 
such as “Mme. Butterfly'' are very beautiful, though they do not always have the exceptionally 
strong growth of many of the more recent introductions. 

CRIMSON, SCARLET AND VERMILLION 

Among the lighter shades. Fragrant Cloud and Wendy Cussons are excellent strong growers and 
very fragrant. Ernest H. Morse is a strong and reliable deep crimson, as is Mme. Louise Laperriere, 
which is perhaps the best red for bedding. Super Star for sheer brilliance. 

ALEC’S RED. Large, well-formed cherry red flowers. Very prolific with strong upright growth 
with dark glossy foliage. Very fragrant. 3 ft. (Cocker 1972). 

ALEXANDER. Brilliant vermillion, medium-sized flowers, borne very freely on a tall branching 
plant. Similar to Super Star but taller and stronger. 4 ft. (Harkness 1975). 

BLACK BEAUTY. A very dark rose; rich crimson scarlet petals with a velvety black reverse. 

Free flowering and having good vigour. 3 ft. (Delbard, France). 

CHESHIRE LIFE. Brilliant vermilion-orange of perfect spiral formation backed up with plenty 
of thick dark green, disease resistant foliage. IVi ft. (Fryer 1974). 

CHRYSLER IMPERIAL. Large, vivid crimson flowers with darker shading. Medium strong 
upright growth. Rich fragrance. 3 ft. (Lammerts 1952). 

DORIS TYSTERMAN. Well formed medium-sized blooms of bright tangerine-orange, deepening 
to the edge of the petals. Vigorous growth with healthy bronze-green foliage. Slightly fragrant. 

3 ft. (Wisbech 1975). 

ERNEST H. MORSE.* Large, brilliant-red blooms. Free flowering, strong erect growth; 
plentiful disease resistant foliage. A most reliable variety. Fragrant. 3 ft. (Kordes 1955). 

FRAGRANT CLOUD.* Large, well-formed, coral-scarlet flowers with smoky overtones, 
singly and in clusters. Exceptionally strong growth, wonderful fragrance. One of the most popular 
roses. 3 ft. (Tantau 1965). 

JOHN WATERER. Large full flowers of deep red. Vigorous branching growth. Rich fragrance. 
2Vi ft. (McGredy 1970). 

JOSEPHINE BRUCE. A wonderful shade of dark velvety-crimson. Beautiful in bud. Spreading 
growth. Possibility of mildew in the Autumn. 2Vi ft. (Bees 1949). 

MADAME LOUISE LAPERRIERE.* Deep rich-crimson flowers of medium size, produced with 
great freedom. Very fragrant. An excellent bedding rose, due to its low bushy habit of growth. 

2Vi ft. (Laperriere 1951). 

MR. LINCOLN. Large, well shaped deep velvety crimson blooms on a vigorous upright plant. 
Fragrant. 3 ft. (Swim & Weeks 1964). 

NATIONAL TRUST. Very full deep crimson-scarlet flowers on compact growth, with plentiful 
dark green foliage. 2Vi ft. (McGredy 1970). 

PAPA MEILLAND. Not a strong plant, nor very reliable, but the flowers can occasionally be 
the most perfect of all crimson H.T.’s. Very fragrant. Magnificent under glass. 2Vi ft. 

(Meilland 1963). 

RED DEVIL. An enormous exhibition rose of majestic proportions with scarlet blooms of 
perfect formation, with a strong fragrance. Vigorous growth but flowers subject to rain damage. 
3Vi ft. (Dickson 1967). 

SORAYA. Large, flamboyant flowers of brilliant flame to light red, softened with a suffusion 
of dark rose. A robust rose of exciting colour. Excellent for cutting. 2Vi ft. (Meilland 1956). 

SUPER STAR.* Intense vermillion, one of the most brilliant of roses, ideal where a splash of 
colour is required. Strong branching growth producing a continuous display of flowers. Generally 
healthy but a possibility of mildew in the Autumn. Some fragrance. 3 ft. (Tantau 1960). 
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SUTTER’S GOLD 


WENDY CUSSONS.* Perfectly-formed flowers of beautiful colouring, a light rosy red. A 
thoroughly reliable rose with a rich damask fragrance. 3 ft. (Gregory 1959). 


PINK AND BLUSH SHADES 

Prima Ballerina and Pink Peace are good modern pink varieties. Older varieties which are perhaps 
of greater refinement include Lady Sylvia, Mme. Butterfly and Mme. Abel Chatenay, though 
they might not be quite so robust. Michelle Meilland is a rose of considerable refinement. 


BLESSINGS. A pretty, salmon-pink rose. Healthy and reliable with a good crop of blooms 
produced continuously on vigorous branching growth. Fragrant. 3 ft. (Gregory 1967). 

COMTESSE VANDAL. Long, slender buds of rich salmon, veined with gold, developing into 
buff-pink flowers, recurving to show paler edges. Fragrant. 3 ft. (Feeders 1932). 

DAINTY BESS. An exquisite, single Hybrid Tea. Shell pink on the inside, salmon pink on 
the outside. Dog rose fragrance. IVi ft. (Archer 1925). 

ELIZABETH HARKNESS. Creamy buff tinged with pink and amber. Large, nicely formed 
flowers produced continuously throughout the season. Fragrant. 2Vi ft. (Harknessd 1969). 

GRACE DE MONACO.* Large, warm rose-pink flowers on a good strong bush. Large leathery 
foliage. Very fragrant. 3 ft. (Meilland 1956). 

LADY SYLVIA.* A distinct and charming Hybrid Tea with small exquisitely formed buds of 
light pink. Especially good for cutting. Flowering particularly well in the Autumn. Rich 
fragrance. A sport from Mme. Butterfly. 3 ft. (Stevens 1926). 

LA FRANCE. A rose of great historical interest. Said to be the original Hybrid Tea. Would 
perhaps be more in place with the Old Roses. Pale pink, full petalled flowers like a bourbon. Rich 
scent. 3Vi ft. (Guillot Fils 1867). 
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MME. BUTTERFLY 


MME. ABEL CHATENAY.* Another beautiful early H.T. Elegant buds varying from rich 
rose-pink at the centre to palest pink at the reflexing outer edges of the petals. Sweetly fragrant. 

3 ft. (Pernet Ducher 1895). 

MME. BUTTERFLY.* A sport from Ophelia, with the same perfectly formed buds but paler 
pink-blush with gold at the centre. 3 ft. (Hill 1918). 

MICHELLE MEILLAND.* Slender, amber-orange buds opening gracefully to coppery-pink. 
A very beautiful rose that is free flowering, robust and disease resistant. A little fragrance. 

IVi ft. (Meilland 1945). 

MISCHIEF. A vigorous, bushy plant with an abundant, light-green foliage, producing pretty, 
coral-salmon flowers, freely and continuously. Fragrant. 2Vi ft. (McGredy 1960). 

MULLARI) JUBILEE. Freely produced well formed flowers of an attractive shade of rose-pink. 
Tall, robust growth and healthy foliage. Fragrant. 3 ft. (McGredy 1970). 

PERFECTA. As the name suggests a rose of perfect formation. Cream at the centre shading to 
rose at the edges. The rather heavy bloom can be affected by rain. Strong, healthy growth. 

Some fragrance. 3 ft. (Kordes 1957). 

PICTURE. A delightful little buttonhole rose which is very useful for decorative work. Clear 
pink with bluish green foliage. Slight scent. 2 Vi ft. (McGredy 1932). 

PINK FAVOURITE. One of the most reliable of the Hybrid Teas even^ln a difficult position. 

Large, rose-pink flowers. Disease resistant foliage. Slightly fragrant. IVi ft. (Abrahams 1956). 

PINK PEACE.* Little resemblance to “Peace” but a good strong pink rose with large, 
slightly-cupped, fragrant flowers. V/i ft. (Meilland 1959). 

PRIMA BALLERINA.* Bright-pink becoming rose-pink. One of the best in its colour, good in all 
weathers. Well formed flowers, excellent growth and rich fragrance. 3 ft. (Tantau 1958). 

ROSE GAUJARD. Plentiful, large blooms, cherry red with a silvery white reverse. Strong, 
healthy and reliable. A very easy rose to grow. 3 l /2 ft. (Gaujard 1957). 

SHOT SILK. Rich, rose-pink, suffused with a golden glow. An old favourite of unique colouring. 
Fragrant. 2 Vi ft. (Dickson 1924). 

SILVER JUBILEE. Well formed flowers, pink shaded apricot, peach and cream. Vigorous upright 
growth, medium green glossy foliage with good disease resistance. Slight fragrance. 2Vi ft. 

(Cocker 1978). 

THE DOCTOR. We grow this rose for its unusually long shaped buds and unique fragrance. 

A lovely clear pink. Not very robust. 2 ft.

APRICOT, COPPER AND ORANGE 

There are some beautiful roses in these shades, often with long pointed buds, such as Beaute, 

Bettina and Mojave. Diorama is a good reliable variety. 


ADOLF HORSTMAN. Deep yellow flowers edged with pink, freely produced on vigorous healthy 
growth. 3 ft. (Kordes). 

APRICOT SILK. Rich, apricot blooms with a silky sheen showing up well against dark shiny 
foliage. Fairly vigorous. Fragrant. 3Vi ft. (Gregory 1965). 

BEAUTE.* Long slender buds of apricot-orange opening to creamy-orange. Abundant dark-green 
foliage on a spreading bush. Fragrant. 2 Vi ft. (Meilland 1953). 

BETTINA.* Coppery-yellow, heavily veined and overlaid with red and bronze. Beautiful tightly 
scrolled buds. Ideal cut flower. Vigorous. Slightly fragrant. 2Vi ft. (Meilland 1953). 

DIORAMA.* Apricot-yellow buds becoming flushed with pink as they open. Strong and healthy 
growth, flowers standing up well to the weather. A good reliable variety. Fragrant. 3 ft. 

(de Ruiter 1965). 

EMMA WRIGHT. Attractive little flowers of light rosy orange. Decorative bronzy foliage, 
prolific and fragrant. 2 ft. (McGredy 1918). 

FANTAN. Large, double, cup-shaped flowers of unusual colouring, burnt-orange. Will be in 
demand for flower arranging. Fragrant. 2 Vi ft. (Meilland 1959). 

JUST JOEY. Coppery-orange, veined with red, a pleasing colour effect. Strong upright growth. 
Fragrant. A good new variety. 3 ft. (Cant 1973). 

LADY BELPER. Long, pointed buds of pure bronze, a beautiful colour and shape. Fragrant. 

3 ft. (Gregory 1948). 

LADY HILLINGDON. A Tea rose but quite hardy. Deep apricot flowers with thick waxy petals. 
Red bronze foliage. Strong Tea scent. Perhaps better as a climber. Do not overprune. 3 ft. 

(Lowe and Shawyer 1910). 

MOJAVE.* Beautifully coiled buds of rich deep orange. A rose of exceptional quality and 
unusual colouring which is ideal for decoration. Very fragrant. 3 ft. (Swim 1954). 

MRS. OAKLEY FISHER. An exquisite single rose of a pale copper colour with crimson stamens. 
Glossy bronze foliage. May be grown as a small shrub. Some fragrance. 2Vi ft. (Cant. 1921). 







FRAGRANT CLOUD 

TROIKA. Well formed blooms of exhibition quality, bronze edged with scarlet. Robust growth. 
Medium green foliage, resistant to disease. 3 ft. (Poulsons 1972). 

WHISKY MAC. A good variety of a unique and beautiful shade of amber that has proved to be 
very popular. Very free flowering but not so vigorous as it might be. Vigorous. Very fragrant. 

2Vi ft. (Tantau 1967). 


YELLOW 

Peace is very reliable, but some find it a little coarse. King's Ransom is probably best for 
colour and all round value. Sutters Gold is perhaps the most beautiful. 

BUCCANEER. A tall, strong, free-flowering plant of shrub like proportions, ideal for the border. 
Medium-sized flowers of unfading buttercup yellow. Fragrant. 4 ft. (Swim 1952). 

DUTCH GOLD. A tall, vigorous, upright growing variety with large leathery, medium green 
foliage. The large well formed blooms are a deep golden yellow and are freely produced. Very 
fragrant. 3 ft. (Wisbech Plant Co. 1978). 

GRANDPA DICKSON. Very large, full, lemon-yellow flowers produced continuously on 
vigorous upright growth. Slight fragrance. 3 ft. (Dickson 1966). 

KING’S RANSOM.* Deep yellow. Abundant, dark glossy foliage. Very free flowering. Considered 
to be one of the best yellows. 3 ft. (Moray 1961). 

PEACE.* One of the most widely grown of all roses. Light yellow with a pink flush. Exceptionally 
strong and reliable. Large, globular, rather heavy blooms, that are perhaps most beautiful 
when fully opened. Will also form a fine shrub. 4 ft. (Meilland 1945). 

PEER GYNT. Large, rounded flowers of yellow, lightly shaded with pink at the edges. Strong, 
dark foliage. Vigorous growth. Slightly fragrant. 3 ft. (Kordes 1968). 

SUTTER’S GOLD.* Deep, rich gold, flushed with peach. Excellent for cutting. An unusual and 
pleasing fragrance that carries on the air. 3 ft. (Swim 1950). 

YELLOW PAGES. Very full flowers of golden yellow, flushed with pale pink. A strong 
upright habit with light green glossy foliage. 3 ft. (McGredy 1973). 


WHITEANDCREAM 

Pascali stands on its own as the best of the White H.T.’s, both for beauty and growth. 

ELLEN WILLMOT. Single, cream flowers, flushed with pink in the bud, becoming white when 
open. Slightly waved petals, dark anthers. Slender growth. Slight fragrance. lVi ft. (Archer 1936). 
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PINK FAVOURITE 


MESSAGE. Shapely, pure white blooms with a suggestion of green at the base, providing a pleasing 
effect. Not very strong, some mildew. Fragrant. 2Vi ft. (Meilland 1956). 

PASCALI.* The best white hybrid tea. Beautifully shaped flowers of medium size on a strong 
and healthy plant. 31/2 ft. (Lens 1963). 

WESTFIELD STAR. A creamy-white sport from Ophelia. The same exquisitely shaped buds 
and good characteristics. Fragrant. 3 ft. (Morse 1925). 

WHITE WINGS.* Single rose. Long buds, delicately tinted with pink, opening to large pure 
white flowers with crimson anthers. Slow to develop at first. Fragrant. lVi ft. (Krebs 1947). 

LILAC AND MAUVE 

Blue Moon is the best of this colour. Sterling Silver has beautiful buds, but very weak growth. 

BLUE MOON.* Silvery-lilac, undoubtedly the best of this colour. Well formed flowers freely 
produced. Strong lemon scent. 3 ft. (Tantau 1964). 

GREAT NEWS. A new colour among Hybrid Teas. Rich, plum-purple with a silvery reverse. 

Free branching growth. Scented. 3 ft. (Le Grice 1974). 

STERLING SILVER.* A poor grower that requires good treatment, but the flowers are beautifully 
formed buds. An ideal cut flower. Silvery-lilac. Pleasing fragrance. 2 ft. (Fisher 1957). 

BI-COLOUR 

GAIL BORDEN. A vigorous branching bush with large well formed deep rose-pink flowers, tinted 
with yellow, the reverse of the petals being a creamy yellow. Fragrant. 2Vi ft. (Kordes 1956). 

HARRY WHEATCROFT. An unusual striped hybrid tea rose, perfectly shaped flowers with red 
petals, that are generously striped with gold. Slight fragrance. 3 ft. (Wheatcroft). 

KRONENBOURG. A sport from Peace with the same excellent growth. The flowers are 
deep-crimson with the reverse side of the petals yellow, giving a rich and pleasing effect. 

Vigorous and fragrant. 4 ft. (McGredy 1965). 

PICCADILLY. One of the finest bi-colour varieties producing a profusion of scarlet and gold 
flowers on a good compact bush, with shiny disease resistant foliage. 3 ft. (McGredy 1960).

Rosemar} Rose has something of the old rose character. Marlena is one of the finest roses for 
edging. 

ANNA FORD. Orange red. A useful edging rose with short bushy growth and continuous 
bloom. lVi ft. (Harkness 1980). 

CITY OF BELFAST. Large sprays of orange-scarlet flowers. Glossy disease resistant foliage. A 
good bedding rose. Slight fragrance. 2Vz ft. (McGredy 1967). 

DUSKY MAIDEN. Almost single, crimson flowers with deeper shadings and golden anthers. 
Fragrant. 2-2 */2 ft. (Le Grice 1947). 

ESTHER’S BABY. A short free blooming rose for the edge of the border, pretty rose red 
flowers in dainty sprays. 1 Vi ft. (Harkness 1979). 

EUROPEANA. Masses of deep-crimson, fully-double flowers in large, heavy, trusses on a 
spreading bush. Glossy bronze-green foliage. Slightly fragrant. 2Vi ft. (de Ruiter 1963). 

EVELYN FISON.* An unfading scarlet floribunda of particular brilliance, creating a very striking 
effect in the garden. Strong, healthy plants with dark green disease-resistant foliage. 2Vi ft. 
(McGredy 1962). 

GERANIUM RED. Large, flat, full-petalled flowers in the manner of the Old Rose. Dusky-red, 
tinged with purple as the flower ages. Beautiful and unusual. Sweet scent. 2Vi ft. (Boerner 1947). 

LILLI MARLENE.* A reliable, scarlet-red floribunda with a vigorous branching growth. 

Slight fragrance. 2Vi ft. (Kordes 1959).

Chanelle is one of our favourite floribundas and has very pretty buds, as too has Pink Parfait. 
Escapade is a beautiful and very hardy single rose. Violet Carson is good. Queen Elizabeth is 
one of the easiest roses to grow. Tip Top for edging. 


AUGUST SEEBAUER. Large, double, hybrid tea like flowers of deep rose-pink. Profuse 
bloom. Vigorous. Fragrant. 3‘/2 ft. (Kordes 1944). 

CHANELLE.* Amber-pink becoming a delicate shade of shell-pink. A charming and distinctive 
rose with pretty tea-rose buds. A vigorous plant that will form a shrub if required. Slight fragrance. 
3 ft. (McGredy 1959). 

CITY OF LEEDS. Shapely rich salmon flowers in large sprays, with good disease resistant 
foliage. Slight fragrance. 2Vi ft. (McGredy 1966). 

DAINTY MAID. A beautiful truly single floribunda with large clear pink flowers in small or 
medium bunches. Resistant to rain, reliable in health and growth. 3 ft. (Le Grice 1938). 

DEAREST. Large, double flowers of warmest salmon pink. Good, bushy, branching growth. 

One of the most beautiful of the floribundas, except for the fact that its flowers are affected by 
damp weather and it is sometimes subject to mildew. Fragrant. 3 ft. (Dickson 1960). 

ELIZABETH OF GLAMIS. Nicely shaped, salmon-orange flowers in small clusters. Beautiful, 
but it can be unreliable. Fragrant. 2 ft. (McGredy 1964). 

ENGLISH MISS. Large sprays of light pink Camelia shaped flowers, with a strong sweet 
fragrance. Healthy growth and branching habit. 2Vi ft. (Cant 1977). 

ESCAPADE.* Attractive, single flowers of almost wild rose appearance, rosy-violet verging on 
pink. Strong, free-flowering and healthy growth. Ideal for a mixed border. Sweet musk-rose scent. 
Very reliable. 4 ft. (Harkness 1967). 

JOY BELLS. Large, camellia-shaped flowers of rich-pink with a salmon glow. Fragrant. 

2Vi ft. (Robinson 1961). 
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MA PERKINS. Double flowers with a nicely cupped shape not often found amongst floribundas, 
pale, silvery salmon-pink. Fragrant. 3 ft. (Boerner 1962). 

MARGARET MERRIL. A charming rose with exquisite little buds of white overlaid with a sheen 
of satin pink, and an exceptionally strong fragrance. Short bushy growth. 2Vi ft. (Harkness 1978). 
PADDY McGREDY. Cluster of H.T. like flowers in the greatest profusion. Deep rose-pink. 

Short bushy growth. 2 ft. (McGredy 1962). 

PICASSO. The so-called “Hand Painted Rose”. Pink on white with irregular splashes of crimson. 
A short bush with many slender branches. 2 ft. (McGreedy 1971). 

PINK PARFAIT.* Pretty, perfectly shaped H.T. buds with apricot at the base of the petals. 

Very free-flowering on slender upright growth. A charming rose and excellent for cutting. Sweetly 
scented. 2Vi ft. (Swim 1962). 

PLENTIFUL.* Full petalled flowers in the manner of an Old Rose, in large, closely packed 
bunches. A rich deep pink. 2 Vi ft. (Le Grice 1960). 

QUEEN ELIZABETH.* May be considered to be in a class of its own for exceptional vigour. 
Large glossy leaves, globular clear-pink flowers on long upright stems. For the back of the 
border or a position where other roses might not grow. 4 ft. up to 7 ft. if unpruned. 

(Lammerts 1954). 

SWEET REPOSE. Large, double flowers, rose-pink, becoming honey coloured as they open. 

Tall, branching, upright habit. Fragrant. 3 Vi ft. (de Ruiter 1955). 

TIP TOP.* Large, deep-pink, semi-double flowers in medium sized clusters on a very short 
sturdy plant. An ideal edging rose. 1 Vi ft. (Tantau 1963). 

VIOLET CARSON.* Exquisitely shaped buds with delicate colouring, peach-pink with a silvery 
reverse. Free-flowering in large trusses. Healthy, slight scent. 2Vi ft. (McGredy 1964). 


APRICOT AND COPPER SHADES 

Apricot Nectar is an excellent rose of great charm and to us one of the most beautiful of all 
floribundas. 

ANNE HARKNESS. Large sprays of neatly formed saffron-orange flowers, on an exceptionally 
tall bush. Good healthy foliage. Might be used for a hedge. 3 Vi ft.-4 ft. (Harkness 1980). 

APRICOT NECTAR.* One of our favourite floribundas. A beautiful apricot-yellow rose of 
tea-rose formation. Vigorous bushy growth. May be grown as a small shrub. Sweetly fragrant. 3 ft. 
(Boerner 1965). 

CIRCUS. Apricot-yellow turning to orange-pink. Medium sized, rounded, fully double flowers in 
large trusses. Compact growth, slight scent. 2 ft. (Swim 1956). 

COPPER POT. Copper-orange, with a deeper reverse. Large trusses and vigorous growth. 
Particularly good in Autumn. Slight scent. 3 ft. (Dickson 1968). 

GOLDEN SLIPPERS.* A charming and graceful little rose with small pointed buds. Clear 
pale-orange with a golden-reverse. Rather slight growth. Excellent for flower arrangement. 

2 ft. (Von Abrams 1961). 

SOUTHAMPTON. A tall free growing vigorous floribunda, with masses of semi-double 
apricot-orange flowers with a pleasant scent. Exceptional performer. 3Vi ft. (Harkness 1972). 

ZAMBRA. A most beautiful colour effect, bright-orange flame with a golden reverse. Semi-double 
flowers in neatl> spaced trusses. Unfortunately it is subject to black spot. 2 ft. (Meilland 1961). 


YELLOW 

Allgold is the deepest yellow. Arthur Bell is reliable. China Town, where something really 
strong is required. Yellow Cushion has considerable charm. 

ALLGOLD.* Pure, deep yellow which does not fade in the hottest sun. Small, loosely formed 
flowers produced very continuously in a compact bush. Slight scent. 2 ft. (Le Grice 1956). 
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ARTHUR BELL.* Large, semi-double flowers becoming cup-shaped when open. Bright yellow 
fading to cream with age. Fragrant. 3 ft. (McGredy 1965). 

CHINATOWN.* A giant for the back of the border. Large double, clear yellow flowers with a 
good fragrance. Very healthy. 5 ft. (Poulson 1963). 

GLENFIDDICH. Well formed flowers of golden-amber on a bushy plant, with healthy dark 
green foliage. Repeating well throughout the summer. 2Vi ft. (Cocker 1976). 

HONEYMOON. Large, fully double flowers of clear canary-yellow. Vigorous, with pale green 
disease resistant foliage. 3 ft. (Kordes 1959). 

KIM. A short bushy grower forming a cushion of yellow. 1 Vi ft. (Harkness 1972). 

KORRESIA. A bushy plant with perfect H.T. shaped flowers of golden-yellow. Slight fragrance. 
Healthy foliage. 2Vi ft. (Kordes 1973). 

SUNSILK. Well formed flowers of pure lemon-yellow. Vigorous upright growth with disease 
resistant foliage. 2Vi ft. (Fryer 1973). 

YELLOW CUSHION.* Beautifully cupped flowers of clear-yellow later fading to cream. 

Short bushy growth. Slight fragrance. 2 ft. (Armstrong 1966). 


LAVENDER AND MAUVE 

Lavender Pinocchio is a particularly beautiful rose in this colour section. Lilac Charm is a very 
pretty single. 

LAVENDER PINOCCHIO.* Large flowers of brownish-lavender, opening flat and fully-double. 

A most beautiful rose in both form and colour. Little scent. 2Vi ft. (Boerner 1948). 

LILAC CHARM.* An exquisite, lavender single rose with golden anthers on red filaments. Useful 
for decoration, particularly when cut in the bud stage. Lightly scented. 2Vi ft. (Le Grice 1961). 

NEWS. A new colour to Modern Roses, beetroot-purple with golden anthers. Strong and healthy 
growth. Flowering freely over a long period. A hybrid of an Old Rose but very much a floribunda 
in appearance. 2Vi ft. (Le Grice 1969). 


BROWN, AMBER ETC. 

These include some unusual colours and are very useful for the flower arranger. Unfortunately 
they are inclined to suffer from mildew. 

AMBER LIGHT.* Large, semi-double flowers on wiry stems, singly and in groups, clear amber. 
Excellent for decoration. Fruity fragrance. 2 ft. (Le Grice). 

BROWNIE.* Shades of tan edged with pink, reverse yellow. Large, flat, cupped flowers in small 
clusters. Some fragrance. 2 ft. (Boerner 1969). 

CAFE.* Fully-double, flat flowers in coffee and cream shades. Olive green foliage, short stocky 
growth. Fragrant. 2 ft. (Kordes 1956). 

GREENSLEEVES. Something quite new. Pinkish green buds opening to wide flowers of clear 
chartreuse green. These are inclined to mottle with age, but this rose may well be of interest 
to flower arrangers. 3 ft. (Harkness 1980). 

JOCELYN.* Matt-mahogany, aging to purple-brown. Very double, flat flowers in small clusters 
above shiny foliage. 2 ft. (Le Grice). 

SHERRY. Medium sized semi-double flowers of a dark sherry colour, produced in profusion. 

3 ft. (McGredy 1960). 

VICTORIANA.* Full, rounded flowers, carried in clusters on a short, sturdy bush..An unusual 
mixture of colours, vermillion on the inner side of the petal, with a soft silvery reverse. The 
general effect being to fit into this colour group. Very pleasing. Sweetly scented. 2Vi ft. 

(Le Grice 1976). 
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CREAM AND WHITE 

Iceberg is a very good floribunda, quite in a class of its own. Ivory Fashion is a rose of refinement. 

DAIRY MAID. Delightful single flowers in large clusters. Exquisite yellow buds shaded with 
carmine, opening to pure white. 2-2 Vi ft. (Le Grice 1957). 

ICEBERG.* Perhaps the nearest to the ideal among floribundas. Pretty buds opening to 
medium-sized, double flowers of pure white. Sometimes tinged with pink in late summer, when it is 
particularly fine. Very continuous flowering, often well into the winter. A prolific bushy plant 
which if lightly pruned will form a small shrub. Fragrant. 4 ft. (Kordes 1958). 

IVORY FASHION.* A crisp, ivory white rose of great refinement. Semi-double flowers opening 
flat. Beautiful on its own or against a dark background. Requires good weather. Slight scent. 3 ft. 
(Boerner 1958).

Miniature Roses 


These will grow to an average height of nine to twelve or fifteen inches. They have tiny flowers 
and twiggy growth and leaves to match. They are useful for small areas, window boxes and the edges 
of borders. 

BABY GOLDSTAR. Small flowers varying in colour from cream to deep yellow. A plant of 
medium growth. (Dot 1935). 

BABY MASQUERADE. Vigorous, rather coarse growth. A dwarf version of Masquerade, with 
similar yellow flowers, changing to pink and crimson. Slight fragrance. (Tantau 1956). 

CRI CRI. Double flowers of salmon-pink, with coral-shading. Dwarf bushy growth with dark 
shiny foliage. (Meilland 1958). 

DARLING FLAME. Bushy plant with mandarin-red buds, opening to vermillion. Hardy, 
bush>, free flowering plant. (Kordes 1957). 

EASTER MORNING. Rather large double flowers of ivory-white on a vigorous plant. 

Slight fragrance. (Moore 1960). 

GREEN DIAMOND. An interesting development. Rosette shaped flowers of pale lime green, 
tinted with pink in the early stages. 

LITTLE FLIRT. A small double orange-red flower, with gold at the base and on the reverse of the 
petals. Vigorous, bushy growth. Slight fragrance. (Moore 1961). 

LOLLIPOP. Cherry-red full petalled, l inch wide flowers. (R. Moore 1959). 

MR. BLUEBIRD. Small semi-double flowers of a pleasing shade of lavender blue. Compact bushy 
growth with dark foliage. (Moore 1960). 

NEW PENNY. Semi-double blooms, orange-red to coral. Dwarf bush> plant with dark glossy 
foliage. (Moore 1962). 

PEACHY WHITE. Near white buds showing a tint of peach pink as they develop. 

(R. Moore 1980). 

POUR TOI. Small semi-double blooms, white with creamy-yellow shadings at the base of the 
petals. Ver> bushv growth. (Dot 1946). 

ROSIN A. Dwarf compact bush, small semi-double flowers of clear bright yellow. Slight 
fragrance. (Dot 1951). 

ROSY GEM. Small very double rose-pink flowers. Dwarf, bush> plant. (Meilland 1973). 

SHERI ANNE. An outstanding orange-red variety with nice buds. (R. Moore 1980). 
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SILVER TIPS. A pink bud with a yellow base, opening to bright pink to soft lavender, 
with silver tips to the petals. 

STARINA. Dwarf, vigorous growth, well formed, fully double flowers of orange-scarlet. 
(Meilland 1965). 

STARS & STRIPES. A result of long breeding with R. mundi. A very pretty little red and white 
striped rose, bred by Ralph Moore, California. (R. Moore 1980). 

TOY CLOWN. Small semi double white flowers, shaded with red at the edge of the petals. 
Dwarf, bushy growth. Free flowering, with small healthy foliage. (Moore 1966). 

YELLOW DOLL. Small double flowers with narrow petals of soft yellow. Vigorous, bushy 
growth. Slight fragrance. (Moore 1962). 


Polyantha Pompons 


These are the predecessors of the Floribundas, although they are quite unlike them. Generally 
they have small rambler type flowers in large, close clusters, and are usually of short growth, 
compact, and ideal for edging or the front of borders. They all flower very continually. 

BABY FAURAX. Pretty little flowers in a lovely shade of lavender-purple. Ideal for edging. 

Sweet fragrance. 1 ft. (Lille 1924). 

CAMEO. A short, china-pink variety with numerous little double flowers in nicely shaped clusters. 

1 Vi ft. (de Ruiter 1932). 

GLOIRE DE MIDI. Clusters of little flowers of orange-scarlet. Vigorous, compact growth. 

Slight fragrance. Wi ft. (de Ruiter 1932). 

JEAN MERMOZ. Deep china-pink. Nice, airy, spreading growth and long well-shaped clusters 
giving a most pleasing effect. Slight fragrance. 1 ft. (Chenault 1937). 

KATHARINA ZEIMET. A pretty little white polyantha with flowers of a pleasing delicacy 
and sweet fragrance. 2 ft. (Lambert 1901). 

MARGOT COSTA. Rather larger flowers than usual for a Polyantha, cupped salmon-pink. 

A pretty rose that is useful for edging and is often used as a pot plant for forcing. 1 Vi ft. 

(Costa 1931). 

NATALIE NYPELS. One of the most beautiful of the Polyanthas with some china rose in its 
make-up. Medium sized, semi-double, rose-pink flowers on a dwarf spreading bush. Fragrant. 

2 ft. (Leenders 1919). 

NYPEL’S PERFECTION. Open, semi-double flowers, hydrangea-pink with deeper pink. 
Vigorous bushy growth. 2 ft. (Leenders 1930). 

PAUL CRAMPEL. Bright, orange-scarlet in large clusters. One of the forerunners of the 
‘Super Star’ colour in roses. 2 ft. (Kersbergen 1930). 

THE FAIRY. Although this is a true polyantha, it is unlike the others in that it will grow to 3 ft. 
with graceful spreading branches. Very small, soft pink blooms in large sprays are produced very 
continually. A very useful shrub. (Bentall 1932). 

YESTERDAY. A very beautiful rose of recent introduction with small, flat, rambler type 
flowers in graceful sprays. A lovely shade of lilac-pink. A taller bush than the typical polyantha. 
Sweetly fragrant. 3 ft. (Harkness 1974). 

YVONNE RABIER. Sprays and clusters of small, fragrant, double white flowers, exceptionally 
bushy and free flowering and in every way an excellent polyantha. 4 ft. x 3 ft. 
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Standard Roses 


We have greatly extended our range of standard roses to cover a variety of old roses, modern 
shrubs and weeping standards. It should be remembered that some of these have only one 
period of flowering each summer and do not repeat, but they make a most charming feature in 
the garden with beautifully shaped growth and are much finer in many respects than the H.T.’s 
and Floribundas. Full descriptions of these roses are to be found in the appropriate section in this 
Handbook, i.e. Blue Moon — Page 48.
